WEEKLY REVIEW. 


There are few new features to report in any 


of the markets reported by us. Trade is falling | 


off in many lines, but there is still enough do- 
ing to keep dealers at least fairly busy. The 
paint market is steady under a moderate con- 
suming demand. In oils the cottonseed pro- 
ducts are higher, lard oil is advancing, and 
whale and sperm aro doing better, while tallow 
is easier, The petroleum market is steady 
though quiet. In drugs there is a fair season- 
able demand reported, but the dye market is 
very quiet. Chemicals are receiving a fair 
share of attention, and some contracts for fu- 
ture supplies are being placed.

SUMMARY. 


The REPORTER as usual treats on a 
variety of subjects editorially in this 
issue. Spermaceti is comparatively a 
small article in commerce but it never- 
theless attracts considerable specula- 
tive interest which iscentered abroad, 
aud just now itis going up the scale 
after an attempt to bearit. Phospho- 
rousis manufactured solely abroad as 
it is an article that United States en- 
terprise and capital could not produce 
with profit and compete with foreign 
cheap labor. Every spring-tide gives 
afresh impetus to the discussion on 
sludge acid and this season is no ex- 
ception to the general rule, but a re- 
finer happily puts the chronic grum- 
bler in a corner by showing the falsity 
of most complaints and making known 
how the article can be utilized with 
profit. It transpires that the spring 
trade in paints has been better than 
last year and that more goods have 
been manufactured to meet the in- 
creased demands for improvement all 
over the country. Manure salt is being 
largely substituted for other potash 
salts in manufacturing chemical ferti- 
lizers, and we state the why and where- 
fore. More particulars are given re- 
lating to the advance in the cutch 
market, referred to last week. The 
decline in the price of gambier is 
unnatural when values are _ rel- 
atively higher in the Singapore and 
London markets than here. Brief 
wention is made of nitrate soda and

future prospects. There has been 
some talk of again bringing forward 
the bill to oppress the menhaden fish- 
eries, but it will no doubt end in talk. 
Cottonseed oil is gradually taking a 
foremost place in commerce where it 
belongs, but to the detriment of the 
lard and tallow interests. Shippers of 
oil cake are rather discouraged over 
the business in that article, but fig- 
ures of the past few months show an 
increased movement over last year, 
and notwithstanding this fact prices 
are lower than ever known. New York 
hadagenuine auction sale of drugs 
last week which was well attended and 
realized fair prices. Strong opposition 
is manifested to the building of a struc- 
ture for the New York Petroleum Ex- 
change on the site selected, for the 
principal reason that it is not close 
enough to the whirlpool of specula- 
tion on Wall street; it is proposed to 
erect a fine edifice and the plans are 
referred to at length in our editorial 
and miscellaneous columns. 

The correspondence column contains 
a reply to the question of muriate of 
potash and kainit; the estimated con- 
sumption of wood alcohol and the 
names of manufacturers of gunpowder 
are given, and asouthern correspond- 
ent compliments the REPORTER. 

The peppermint crop is one of the 
great uncertainties and reports about 
the probable outcome are generally 
discredited; the latest from Michigan is 
given for what it is worth. 

What is considered a valuable con- 
tribution to agricultural chemistry, is 
a paper on the value of basic cinder for 
fertilizing purposes. 

Interviews with several refiners at 
Bayonne, N. J., will give the public a 
better idea of the sludge acid contro- 
versy, and what means are being taken 
to utilize it. 

In the chemical line our readers will 
find articles on the oxidation of nitrous 
acid to nitric acid, and the detection of 
rosaniline salts and sulphonated rosani- 
line. 

Boycotting is now more unpopular 
than it was ever popular, and Judge 
Barrett delivers an opinion, published 
elsewhere, which is fair and to the 
point; the jury decided boycotting to 
be illegal, by convicting a Union man 
charged with the overt act. 

The artificial production of codeine 
by the use of morphine, forms the base 
of an article of foreign origin, 

Detection of adulterations in dye- 
stuffs, is explained in a brief statement 
from an English chemist. 

The outlook of the trade in flint glass 
is reported very good by a manufac- 
turer, who laments over the fact, how- 
ever, that over two million boxes of 
flintware were imported last year, 
which could have been made in the 
United States just as well. 

A picture is drawn in words, of the 
olive orchards in bloom on the Pacific 
coast, and the success of olive culture 
wherever tried. 

Another soap stock and an alleged 
substitute for lard is announced as 
Illipe oil, which is a white solid fat pre- 
pared from certain seeds grown in In- 
dia. Soap makers will also be inter- 
ested in an article on toilet soaps by 
the cold process. 

The list of vegetable and animal 
oils continues to be augmented by 
fresh discoveries, and this time atten- 
tion is directed to candle nut and tur- 
tle oils, better known as such in India, 

A new process glass works at Mead- 
ville, Pa., is the latest departure from 
present methods of manufacture, and 
consists chiefly in doing without pots. 

There isa fine distinction between 
cacao and coco butter, and a German 
writer points out this fact for the ben- 
efit of confectioners and others who 
use these fats. 

The method of examining fixed oils is 
the second paper upon the subject by 
Mr’ Allen, the English chemist. 

A few solid facts in the history of 
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caustic soda is presented by one famil- 
iar with its manufacture and trade, and 
is intended as a criticism of a state- 
ment contained in a book devoted to 
sulphuric acid and alkali. 

Modern match making is part of a 
treatise on “The Light of Other 
Times,” as read before a foreign chem- 
ical society, but it deals with the pres- 
ent, as the subject indicates. 

It is claimed that glass of all descrip- 
tions is greatly improved in its manu- 
facture by the use of natural gas as 
fuel. An enthusiastic believer gives 
the reasons. 

Manufacturers of oleomargarine are 
comforted by the fact of the largely 
increased consumption of American 
oleo in England, and should the U. 8. 
Senate place a tax on the article here, 
they can direct their energies to the 
enlargement of the foreign outlet, 

Trading on margins having been 
characterized as illegal by a daily pa- 
per, and clients informed that they 
need not pay their debts, a broker 
takes occasion to set the publie right 
and correct the erroneous impression. 

Among the oil and gas items this 
week is a decision by an Orange 
County, N, Y., court, prohibiting the 
manufacture of naphtha gas in that 
vicinity on account of its dangerous 
character. The difference between 
present prices for petroleum and forty 
years ago shows a wide gap. Certain 
rivers of North Carolina are covered 
with oil, and if the published state 
ment is reliable, it would indicate an 
abundance of oil in the vicinity. The 
Thorn Creek oil field is not dead but 
sleepeth, and like old Rip, may come 
forth again with all of its former glory. 
The Lima field is shown notto be a 
bonanza to refiners. A very gassy ar- 
ticle is that headed ‘‘A Gaseous Para- 
dise,” referring to Pittsburg’s good for- 
tune, and written by a Philadelphia 
scribe.

A Western engineser 
thinks he has overcome all the difficul- 
ties in the transportation of natural 
gas long distances, and has taken outa 
patent to cover his ideas. The New 
York Petroleum Exchange and tele- 
graph companies have a struggle in 
the Supreme Court over the ticker sys- 
tem of furnishing information. Once 
more a British paper asserts with em- 
phasis that the prospects of com- 
petition of Russian with American 
petroleum are very bright; wonder 
how often this moss covered chestnut 
will be opened. New York has finally 
won the appellation of ‘‘the monopoly 
of oildom,” as it now leads in quota- 


tions and turns the tables on other 
cities. There are views and views 
without number on the Ohio oil field, 
and we publish twocomparisons which 
should be read to be appreciated. The 
Boston oil dealers have boycotted the 
trade papers of that city in the matter 
of quotations on prices, but issue their 
own Official prices current weekly. 


THE SPRING TRADE IN PAINTS. 


The spring season for the sale of 
paints and colors is practically over, 
and though manufacturers and dealers 
report a fair amount of business doing 
in special lines, from now until the fall 
season begins there is not likely to be 
much trade in general paints, colore, 
etc. Looking back over the season we 
find that in many respects it has been 
one of the most peculiar experienced 
in years. Throughout the past four or 
five months the constant complaint of 
manufacturers und jobbers has been 
that trade has been unusually dull, 
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ists against cottonseed oil for salad 
purroses, but it is being gradually 
wiped out by experience, and it is only 
a& question of time when the article 
will be universally used in place of 
olive oil for the table, as it is to-day in 
some foreign lands where it is bottled 
in the pure state and sold under a 
fancy name as salad oil. 


but now that they have had an oppor- 
tunity to balance their accounts they 
find it has not been so bad after all. In 
2 conversation with a local manufac- 
turer of general colors a few days since 
the results of the past season were dis- 
cussed and the writer was somewhat 
surprised to learn that this manufac- 
turer had produced more goods this 
spring and sold them too, than he did 
during the corresponding season last 
year. And bis statement may be taken 
as a fair index of the experience of the 
majority of color makers. This goes 
to prove that but for the unusual dis- 
turbances, the spring season this year 
would have been an _ exceptionally 
prosperous one. Asit is, although there 
has been at notime a large demand, 
trade has been steady throughout the 
seasonu,and where wuyers have limited 
individual purchases they have made 
up for it by coming into the market 
frequently. 

A eomparison of prices at this date 
for five years past shows a remarkable 
uniformity in those of many of the 
leading articles, a reduction in the 
price of a few and an advance in one 
ortwo. In most cases the reduced cost 
of raw material has beén equivalent to 
a considerable advance in the selling 
price of the product although the mar- 
ket quotations of the latterare the same 
or neatly the same as they were a few 
years ago. In other instances there 
has been an advance in the cost of ma- 
terial while the price of the product 
has remained steady or has declined.

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THE OIL CAKE TRADE. 
Prices for oil cake have reached the 
lowest point ever known, and shippers 
are greatly discouraged over the light 
business doing The situation has 
been described from time to time by 
operators iu this market as extremely 
dull and every week for some time 
back brought a weakening of values. 
An examination of shipments in the 
past however gives a contrary view, as 
they exhibit an increased business 
over last year. For the ten months 
ending May 1 the total exports of cake 
and meal from the United States were 
479,962,774 pounds, in comparison with 
438,167,000 pounds for the same period 
in 1865. Last April also showed an in 
crease of 17,676,361 pounds over the 
same month last year. The returns 
for May are not yet to hand. These 
figures do not indicate a less amount 
of business, but shippers fully expect- 
ed to do considerable more as trade 
last year was unusually depressed in 
all lines and did not come up tothe 
average.

SPERMACETI IN DEMAND. 

The three manufacturers of sperma- 
ceti, again flnd themselves pushed to 
supply the increased demand for ex- 
port. For some months back the 
market has been unusually quiet owing 
to liberal stocks in Hamburg where 
the chief buyers are located, and prices 
here began to recede until thirty-nine 
cents for cases was reached about ten 
days ago. Influence was brought to 
bear on the market from abroad with 
the view of breaking prices still for- 























down again in the foreign markets and bearish 
reports circulated of cheap sales here, but 
holders are not releasing supplies under 41@ 
42c for prime, If a brisk demand should occur 
for export, values may take an upward turn 
and disappoint the believers in cheap sperma- 
ceti. 

At the same time, sellers stiffened 
their views to counteract the effect of 
the bearish reports, and later inquiries 
were met with higher prices. This 
seemed to have had a beneficial effect, 
as an important demand set in and 
manufacturers find themselves unable 
to fill present orders. They are not 
disposed to sell for future delivery and 
for cases on spot the nominal quotation 
is forty-five cents. We have sales of 
ten thousand pounds within a week at 
forty-three and forty-four cents, which 
is quite an advance over previous 
sales for prime. Spermaceti occupies 
a different position from most other 
articles. in the fact that production 
cannot be increased to any extent 
desired, as it is a by-product in re- 
fining crude sperm oil, and the quan- 
tity produced depends on the move- 
ment of refined oil, which varies but 
little, and manufacturers would not 
be encouraged to carry a large surplus 
of the latter in order to increase their 
business in spermaceti. Production is 
therefore limited, but thus far it has 
been ample to meet current wants. 
The article attracts more attention in 
the foreign markets than here, and 
although the entire business is small 
| compared to the trade in other lines, 
cousiderable sp: culative interest is cen- 
tered in it and fluctuations are prob 
ably more violent in Hamburg than at 
New York—the chief source of supply. 
The domestic use of spermaceti is in- 
siguificant compared to the amount 
annually exported, which shows that 
foreigners have developed its com-

THE WEAKNESS IN GAMBIER, 

The downward tendency of the gam- 
bier market is no doubt due tothe 
over- buying which was indulged in up 
to within a few weeks ayo. A great 
deal of faith in the future of the mar. 
ket was manifested by some buyers, 
and, although it has not gone their 
way up to the present time, they still 
have faith to believe that there are 
better times in store. The fact that 
all the other markets are higher than 
this, and maintain a strong front while 
the tendency here is weak, lends some 
strength to the belief thus expressed, 
and itis probable that there will be a 
recovery from the present low prices 
sooner or later. At present the cost of 
gai ier in Singapore is equivalent to 
four and forty-five one-hundredth 
cents laid down here, while the Lon- 
don quotation last cabled was twenty- 
one shillings and six pence, equal to 
five and an eighth cents here. Both 
of these quotations are above present 
spot market prices. It is believed 
by many that as soon as the Willie 
Reed, one of the vessels which recently 
arrived, finishes discharging, and this 
stock which is offering at low prices is 
got out of the way, the market will 
react. Reports as to the quantity of 
gambier in stock here vary, but we 
expect to be able to give reliable fig- 
ures in our next, and for the present 
refrain from commenting upon this 
phase of the position.

The spermaceti market is being hammered

general depression, owing to the back- 
wardness of the agricu'tural season, 
which usually closes in May, but which 
was extended this year into June. The 
falling off in the consumption, from 
the previous year, up to May ist was 
47,500 tons, but at the end of May the 
deficiency had been reduced to 15,000 
tons.” The principal occurence of in- 
terest in the general market since the 
beginning of the year, apart from the 
above mentioned incident, was the fact 
that the producers have extended the 
operation of the syndicate to March 
1887. 

According to the authority above 
quoted our market opened at 235@ 
2 40c but the attention of buyers was 
soon attracted by the decreasing sup- 
ply and the active business which re- 
sulted in February and continued up 
to the middle of April, carried prices 
up to 2 5744@25c. Then occurred the 
break in the foreign market which was 
reflected here and unsettled spot prices. 
This change abroad was so sudden 
and rapid that prices here could not be 
adjusted until aconsiderable quantity 
had been purchased for this market. 
The quantity thus received from Eu- 
rope amounted to 11,950 bags and since 
the markets over there have been re- 
lieved to that extent and confidence 
has returned from other and natural 
causes, they have recovered somewhat 
and close at a parity of 230c. “The 
movement in our spot market,” says 
Mr. Nichols, ‘naturally attracted 
attention to forward supplies and a 
brisk business set iu at two and one 
half down to one and seven-eighths 
cents, according to position.” Al 
though the arivals have recently been 
large and have come in sooner than 
expected they are not likely to have 
any perceptible effect upon the mar- 
ket, as they are mostly deliverable for 
consumption. The present steady 
tone of the market therefore may be 
expected to obtain for some time to 
come. 
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PHOSPHOROUS. 

A correspondent of the REPORTER 
writes for the address of an American 
manufacturer of phosphorous. This 
would be difficult to give as the article 
has not been made in this country for 
the past three or four years, on ac- 
count of foreign competition, notwith- 
standing the fact that a duty of ten 
cents per pound has to be paid. The 
phosphorous makers abroad have a 
monopoly of the American business 
which they gained by gradually crowd- 
ing out the three manufacturers in the 
United States who left the industry one 
after the other owing to the cheap of- 
ferings from the other side. The crude 
materials and acids are cheaper in Eu- 
rope than here and this enabled the 
foreigners to compete successfully with 
Uncle Sam’s brand. There is only one 
importer of phosphorous in the United 
States and the head center is in this 
city where all the supplies are received 
by the firm in question. The con- 
sumption of the article is steady and 
varies but little. Total imports for the 
past four years as given below, show 
the amount of business done:

THE UTILIZATION OF SLUDGE 
ACID. 

The annual complaint about sludge 
-acid polluting the streams in the vicin- 
ity of oil refineries, and especially 
at Bayonne, N. J., whereseveral works 
are located, is again making the rounds 
of the daily press to fill up space. Ac- 
cording to the statement of a well 
known refiner, there should be no 
cause for complaint. in an interview: 
last week he said that his company 
formerly stored the refuse matter te 
meet the demands of fertilizer manu- 
facturers, aud as it was inconvenient 
to do this, they adopted a method one 
year ago of recovering the acid ina 
weak state, whichis just what the fer- 
tilizer manufacturers want, and the 
remaining tar substance is used as fuel 
under the boilers of the works. By 
this means, the company referred to 
not only use all the sludge acid pro- 
duced on the grounds, but take all 
that is made by an adjoining refinery. 
Even with this supply, there is not 
sufficient to meet the demand, and it 
is stated that all the acid turned out 
at Bayonne could be utilized in this 
manner with profit. Here is a sugges- 
tion of overcoming the difficulty and 
removing an annoyance, which by the 
way, is more of a fiction than a fact.

PROPOSED NEW BUILDING FOR 
THE PETROLEUM EXCHANGE. 
The lease of the building occupied 

by the Consolidated Stock and Petro- 

leum Exchange at Nos. 60 and 62 

Broadway, will expire May 1st, 1887 

One year ago the directors of the Ex. 

change appointed a building commit- 

tee consisting of nine persons. Al- 
though not officially heard from, this 
committee has not been idle. Several 
elaborate propositions for the erection 
of a structure, suitable for the require- 
ments of the growing Exchange, have 
been considered. Five of the schemes 

presented looked to the erection of a 

mammoth building, with a large . airy 

and well ventilated board room and

office room for the Exchange’s army of 
brokers. The sixth scheme was to 
lease for 21 years, the building at No 
58 Broadway, adjoining the present 
structure, It would cost about $40,000 
to alter the building and put it in 
shape. Including the rental, taxes, 
janitors service, heat, gas, electric 
light, &c., the total expenses for a year 
would amount to $110,000. The base- 
ment would bring an estimated rental 
of $20,000 making the net cost for the 
year $90,000. The building committee 
deliberated on this proposal and de- 
cided that it was inexpedient and inad 
visable. No amount of patching or 
altering would improve the present 
quarters, as far as ventilation and low 
ceilings are concerned. 


The estate of H. D. Aldrich is erect- 
ing a nine story bnilding, with all the 

modern improvements at Nos. 41, 43 
and 45 Broadway. ‘The new block, 
now actively in course of construction, 
will be completed by May Ist, 1887, the 
very day on which the lease of the 
present quarters will run out. The 
estate has made the building commit- 
tee, what seems a fair, reasonable and 
advantageous proposition. The en- 
tire building, with proposed alterations 
to suit the purposes of the Exchange 
to cost $50,000, will be leased fora term 
of five years, at an annual rental of 
$110,000, with the option of a further 
lease for 15 years upon the same terms. 
If the Exchange desires it can purchase 
the building and ground for $1,- 
500,000. Should the Exchange 
give up its lease before’ the 
stipulated time, the estate will re- 
lease it from its obligation for $50,000. 
The building which is to cust $700,000 
will be fire proof, and the proposition 
isto be withdrawn cn July 3d. There 
will be 13,400 square feet in the board 
room, against 6,000 in the present 
building. There are to be galler- 
ies aloug the Broadway front and 
on the north side of the room through 
With the rent, heat, 
gas, etc., the expenses for a year will 
be $135,000. Itis estimated that $50,- 
000 will be derived annually from the 
rental of offices and basement, thus 
making the annual rent $55,000. This 
proposition preServes intact the funds 
of the Exchange, and does not involve 
any personal expenditure by any indi- 
vidua], and is endorsed by the entire 
committee. The members of the Ex- 
change have received ballots, and their 
individual votes will settle the ques- 
tion whether or not the propositien of 
the Aldrich estate will be accepted. 
The most violent opponent of the 
scheme is Director H. 4. Patterson. 
He has issued a circular in which he 
condemns as suicidal the Aldrich 
scheme. He argues that the present 
location of the Exchange, right across 
the way as it is from the Stock Ex- 
change, is worth in itself a heap of 
money. He predicts that if the Aldrich 
scheme is accepted that the railroad 
stock and bond department, the main- 
stay of the Exchange, will be ruined. 
. Patterson further says. ‘It is on 
the wrong side of the street; it is on 
the outside circle of the Wall street 
speculative stock element. If the pro- 
posed site is selected, history will 
prove that the great mass of the class 
referred to above will trade through 
the Exchange nearest to the specula- 
tive centre, especia:ly if it offers the 
greatest facilities and security. The 
struggle between the Exchanges has 
yet to come. It will come, and in earn- 
ast, too. Would it not be the height 
of folly to surrender that which has 
been and is still our strongest pillar of 
strength? The New York Stock Ex- 
change being the strongest organiza- 
tion, our Exchange must to a great 
extent, fora long time to come, follow 
in its lead as to prices. As one now 
can almost step from one Exchange to 
the other, quotations’ must of neces- 


sity be known almost instantly. -Sep- 


arate them by one thousand feet and 
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the question of quotations will assume 
an entirely different aspect. I firmly 
believe that our present location is 
worth to our Exchange—as a whole— 
half a million dollars per annum more 
than the proposed site. The two loca- 
tions bear, as to their relative value 
one to the other, for the uses of our 
Exchange, about the same ratio as an 
ounce of silver does to an ounce of 
gold.” Mr. Patterson further believes 
that if the present quarters are de- 
rerted, that a new Stock and Oil Ex- 
change, yet to be organized, will take 
its place. This is a significant threat. 
Meanwhile the thousand or more 
members of the Exchange are wrest- 
ling with the building problem.

THE AUCTION SALE OF DRUGS. 


The auction sale of drugs in this 
city last week was somewhat of a nov- 
elty to the trade and attracted general 
interest. Itis so seldom that the en- 
tire stock of a well equipped importing 
house is offered at public sale, that the 
occasion brought out many persons 
who were not buyers, but who attend- 
ed simply through curiosity and a de- 
sire to inspect the various goods offer- 
ed. The bidding was spirited but 
slow in reaching the knock-down point. 
Instead of starting the goods at one- 
third or one-half their value, the buy- 
ers seemed to nestle closely to frac- 
tions of a cent, and it made no differ- 
ence whether an article sold for fifty 
cents or one dollar per pound, it was 
doomed to make slow progress from 
one eighth or one-quarter of a cent. 
Thus the sale dragged its weary length 
along during almost one day and a 
half. If the actual buyers had waited 
until the insignificant bids were made, 
and then suddenly come to the 
front with important jumps of ten or 
more cents per pound, according to the 
value of the goods, we are safe in say- 
ing that they would have obtained the 
drugs at lower prices than was paid 
for them. Important bids are inclined 
to scare off the smaller ones and in- 
fluence the auctioneer to favor those 
who favor him, by closing a bid while 
others are gathering their wits. Mem- 
bers of the drug trade are not profes- 
sional buyers at auction; hence their 
superabundance of caution on such 
occasions. They will have another 
opportunity of displaying their skill 
again in a few days, when about the 
sane quantity of goods will be placed 
under the hammer, as part of the 
stock from Reed & Co’s, store. The 
sale last week brought fair prices on 
the average; some articles realized 
ridicuously low figures, while others 
sold for more than their value, and on 
the whole, the underwriters under 
whose auspices the sale was held, 
should feel satisfied with the result. 
The goods were not damaged so much 
by fire, smoke and water, as generally 
believed. The merchandise that had 
been stored on the upper floors was 
found to be intact,and other lots on the 
street floor and basement of the burned 
building, were not damaged when pro- 
tected by strong outer coverings. An 
account of the sale last week and the 
correct prices realized, will be found in 
another column of this issue. The 
goods have since been distributed 
among New York, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton and St. Louis houses. Some par- 
ties not identified with the drug trade, 
bought on speculative account, and a 
proprietary medicine company also 
laid in a supply of articles in its line. 
Several brokers were there in the in- 
terest of city and out-of-town houses, 
and altogether the attendance was 
good, but several wholesale and im- 
porting housesin this city were not 
represented. 
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THERE is no doubt that the upward 
movement in cutch prices, to which 
we referred in these columns last week, 
bas been established on a pretty firm 
basis, and will continue until figures 
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representing what holders believe to 
be the actual value of the article is 
reached. Although this is what may 
be considered the dull season, the mar- 
ket has been more active during the 
last week than for several months 
past, and the transactions here and in 
Boston aggregate several thousand 
bags at a considerable advance on 
prices last realized for parcels of simi- 
lar bulk.

Muriate of Potash and Kainit. 


New York, June 28, 1886. 
Editor Orn, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

In your issue of the 24th June, there appears 
a reply to my late circular by a Dr. Gieraburg 
of Hamburg, who as a teacher of agriculture 
has endeavored to advocate the use of kainit 
instead of muriate, and whatever has been the 
result of his teachings, it is a very significant 
fact that these theories have not had any very 
practical application in his own country, as it 
is a notorious fact that the farmers of Germany 
use very little kainit, and whilst we concede 
that some German teachers are intelligent men, 
yet we cannot admit that the wisdom of agri- 
cultural chemistry lies exclusively in this 
teacher, but the Americans look to the practi- 
cal side of the question as illustrated by the 
various experimental stations in their personal 
application of the potash to the American soil, 
and whatever the experiments may be in Ger- 
many as applicable to the soil there, we prefer 
to take the element best adapted to the condi- 
tion of « ur climate, soil, etc, in this country. I 
venture the assertion that not one of the au- 
thorities cited by this teacher would advise 
that kainit which contains less than one-fourth 
of sulphate of potash, is the same as pure sul- 
phate of potash which they recommend, for as 
Prof. Heiden justly remarks that chloride of 
calcium, and chloride of magnesia is harmful 
to the plants, and there is usually thirtcen per 
cent. of chloride of magnesia, and 35 per cent. 
chloride of sodium in kainit, whilst No.1 mu- 
riate has none, and yet our learned friend 
would advise kainit to be used ror tobacco and 
sugar, whilst at the same time confeas- 
ing that these ingredients are harmful. 
I can refer to _ several of our 
largest manufacturers, who a few years ago 
used kainit for their pota:h supply, yet now 
regard it as injurious, and have extirely dis- 
carded it. Evensome of our oldest establish- 
ments have told me that they have best results 
in their tobacco mixture from using No. 1 mu- 
riate of potash. I apprehend that the advice 
of Dr. Giersburg to use kainit in preference to 
muriate of potash will fall unheeded, thereby 
proving that self-interest, or else a more potent 
influence, will even cause a teacher of agricul- 
ture to give testimony contrary to established 
facts baeed upon practical experiments- I 
prefer, however, to give proofs of my assertions 
by merely referring to some of our latest agri- 
cultural reports for the season of 1885, In the 
report of the “New Jersey State Agricultural 
Experiment Station,” page 13, referring not to 
kainit but to “sulphate of potash,” says: “In 
the field experiments with sulphate of potash 
and muriate of povash the results do not show 
any special benefit for one over the other to 
the growing crops, though the former has here- 
tofore cost at least 50 per cent. more than the 
latter.” And on page 113: “Field experiments 
in sorghum, without exception under al! the 
varying conditions of soil and season, muriate 
of potash used alone has noticeably increased 
the total weight of the sorghum crop.’”’ Again 
on same page: ‘‘Without exception, muriate of 
potash has noticeably increased the total yield 
of sugar per acre.” Again on page 114: “It ap- 
pears, therefore, to be demonstrated for the 
College farm and also for the Cape May planta- 
tion—Ist, That muriate of potash has a positive 
and favorable effect upon the growth of sor- 
ghum; 2d, That muriate of potash in most 
cases has influenced the weight of the cane toa 
greater extent when used a'one than when 
used in combination with other elements of 
plant food. Again, on page 127, speakiug of 
the experiments on the Rio Grande plantation, 
says: “The use of muriate of potash alone was 
relatively even more profitable, 1675 pounds of 
sugar resulting from an investment for fertili- 
zers of three dollars per acre; this investment, 
therefore, amounted to less than two milis (1-5 
of a cent) per pound of sugar.” 

Again, same page: “Muriate of potash used 
alone exerted exactly the same infivence, 
thirty per cent. of its increased sugar yield 
being due to improvement jn qualjty.”’ 


Again, on page 129: “The muriate of potash 
tract yielded fourteen tons, and the suiphate 
of potash tract nearly eleven tons per acre,” 
“The sugar boiler claimed the “pan” from the 
muriate cane was the best one of the season.” 
And on page 130: “Of all the elements, potash 
in the form of muriate exerted most marked 
effect upon the yield of sugar per acre, its best 
results being secured when it was combined 
with nitrogen.” 

But independent of these American authori- 
ties, I will merely give a fewof the concius- 
ions arrived at by Professor Marcker of the 
Halle experiment station in Germany, whose 
opinion is fully as weighty as Dr. Giersburg’s. 
He says: “Since by absorption in the soll all 
potash salts pass into combination with silica, 
itis of no consequence as far as supplying a 
deficiency of potash is concerned whether mu- 
riate or sulphate is used. (No kainit mention- 
ed). Frequently, therefore, the cheapest form 
of potash is the best.” And in speaking of 
Fodder beets: **‘Muriates gave better results 
than sulphates.” 

I do not pretend to have the theories of 
agricuitural chemistry as perfectly as this 

















































































































learned teacher of agriculture, but I venture 
the assertion that my efforts in encouraging 
the use of muriate in America have been far 
more successful than his have been in advoca- 
ting the use of kainit in preference in Ger- 
many. We therefore do not depend upon this 
learned doctor for our knowledge, but should 
prefer the more practical illustration of the 
crops as our guide and teacher. If you were to 
eliminate all the sulphate of potash from the 
kainit, thereby discarding all the objectionable 
ingredients, then, and not till then, will this 
portion be used the same as muriate, but in 
this process the sulphate would cost twenty- 
five per cent more than the potash in muriate, 
whilst the latter is equally as effective. The 
figures of our importations, which he seems to 
call in question, are, nevertheless, absolutely 
true, and although our population is rapidly 
increasing, the fact still remains true that we 
used less kainit in 1885 than even in 1883 or 1684. 
The exact figures are as follows: 1883, 102,058 
tons; 1883, 110,928 tons; 1885, 87,635 tons. This 
falling off may, however, be accounted for by 
the fact that our large German population who 
till the soil have not been educated by Dr. 
Giersburg, but prefer actual demonstration in 
preference to mere theories,

J. M. Guffy & Co. have located a test natural 
gas well at Rock Lick, Marshall county, W.Va. 
This well has been located by Prof. I. C. White, 
who thinks the outlook for gas very flattering. 
His theory is that the Washington county belt 
passes through this locality. 


The Union Oil Company's well, on the Clark 
farm, Washington, went through the sand last 
week, They found 26 feet of the oil-bearing 
strata. The well shows some change, and has 
made 48 barrels in 24 hours. The gauge of the 
principal wells shows a decline. 


The Standard Oil Company has just received 
an order for 100,000 gallons of A No.1 refined 
oil for the Government, to be delivered at 
Jeffersonville, Ind. It is only of late that 
Uncle Sam has commenced to buy refined oil 
in Pittsburg.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


A number of capitalists of Ellenville, N. Y., 
have secured oil and gas rights in 1200 acres of 
land in the Warsaw valley,and are making 
preparations to sink one or more wells in 
search of the treasures that they are led to 
believe lie hidden in the deeper strata of the 
tract. 


The Zeigler & Watson well, on the James 
Jordon farm at Shousetown, struck the sand 
last week, and showed up fora rather dusty 
venture. The Shannon & Co. well, on the 
Thompson farm, is finished, and will avtually 
make a small producer—say about 12 barrels. 
This makes the belt or pool very narrow. 


William H. Granby, a prospector, last week 
discovered a jet of natural gas near Knowers- 
ville, 17 miles from Albany, N. Y., at the foot 
ofthe Helderberg Mouutains, The gas was 
obtained by bailing out aspring and inserting 
a pipe where the water entered. A flame 
sufficient to heat water to the boiling point was 
produced. 


Emmett Queen and Prof. I. 8. White spent 
several days in Butler county last week look- 
ing after oil territory, and Mr. Queeu secured 
several leases, upon which wells will be put 
down soon. He will be in Butler county again 
this week and p*obably lease considerable ter- 
ritory.

This prop- 
erty is located in the Cooper district and is one 
of the most desirable oil properties in the 
county, saya the Derrick. 


The largest natural gas well known has just 
been struck on the Butler plank road, a quarter 
ofamile from Elfinwild and nine miles from 
Pittsburg. This strike opens an entirely new 
gas territory. The well was commenced about 
&@ year ago by Capt. William Mullhall, of Alleg- 
heny. Fora time it appeared impossible to 
shut off the salt water, but at length success 
rewarded patience, luck and capital. 


The following is extracted from the Arakan 
Weekly Neus of March 27: *‘Luck seems to 
stand obstinately aloof from those who goin 
for oil ventures in Arakan, Central Asia, Thé 
Barangah Oil Company, Limited, spent over 
£60,000 without declaring a single dividend, and 
had ultimately to throw up the sponge; and it 
is quite apparent that the Arakan Company 
have been the reverse of successful in their 
operations.” 

The first test well of the Forest City Oil and 
Gas Company has been located four miles 
south of Smithfield, O., and the same distance 
from the Ohio river. W. 8. Watson & Co. of 


Pennsylvania, contractors, are on the ground 
and are erecting a derrick preparatory to drill- 
ing. Territory is still being leased by the com- 
pany and should the test well prove successful, 


derricks will be erected in many parts 
territory leased in a short time. 


A. A. Hopkins bought twenty acres of land 
north of Kibby street, Lima, O., and is building 
sixteen derricks, and will commence drilling 
immediately. He is just lately in the field, but 
is hurrying his work and will soon have a large 
number of as good wells as there are in the 
field. The Trenton Rock Oil Company also 
purchased eleven acres of land near the Chica- 
zo & Atlantic railroad from John Reese, 
paying $11,000. They will commence drilling 
soon. 

The oil well oa the Puente ranch, twenty 
mi‘es east of Los Angeles city, California, re- 
cently bored, has been producing fifty barrels a 
day. Last week the borers, sinking the well to 
a lower depth. struck a new stream of immense 
strength, which threw the apparatus out of the 
hole with great violence, hurling a man sixty 
feet in the air. He barely escaped with his life 
by catching on top of thederrick. The well 
threw out 509 or 600 barrels of oil in a few min- 
utes. flowing all over the place. The flow sub- 
sided soon, but may be renewed. 


The Southwest Peun Pipe Line Company 
have finished their line from Washington, Pa., 
to Carbon Centre, Butler county, It is now 
being tested with water in several places. It 
has pulled the threads loose at a pressure of 
900 pounds. When it stands 100) pounds pres- 
sure oil from this field will be pamped through 
it. The line will hold 50,0v0 barre's of fluid. All 
the oil that has been sent out has been via 
Chartiers railroad until quite recently. The 
Pitteburg pipe lines are now buying and ship- 
ping via Baltimore and Vhio, it is said. 

The Austrian ship Miroslay, Captain Viassich 
sailed from Philadelphia on February 17 for 
Fiume, Austria, with 407,306 gallons of crude 
petroleum. She was formerly the clipper ship 
Young America, which was noted for her fast 
trips around Cape Horn, but had been sold to 
Austrian parties. The Miroslay carried a crew 
of twenty men, and as nothing has been heard 
from either the vessel or crew since leaving 
the Delaware Capes there is no longer any 
doubt but what the ship is lying at the bottom 
of the Atlantic ocean. 


An oil fire at Rockview, Pa., destroyed a 
tank containing 20,900 barrels of thick oll, 
which ran down the hill and burned four dwell- 
ing houses, two barngand a derrick before it 
was put out. The fire was caused by a couple 
of boys throwing alighted match into an open- 
ing in the roof of the tank. The tank belonged 
to the National Transit Co., who brought their 
cannon from Olean and put just seven shots 
into it, but the trench was not large enough to 
hold the oil, which soon overflowed and ran 
down the hill and ignited the buildings. The 
total loss is unknown. 


One of these days a fire will break out in 
Lima, and when the firemen throw water on it 
to put it out the whole town will burn down. 
The water for the water works is gathered from 
awater shed and swamp near town. Inside 
this water shed are now a score or two of oil 
wells and when they flow the oil runs into the 
basin. In time there will be so much oil in the 
water that it will take freand burn. Already 
the Limaite who drinks home water as a bev- 
erage smells likean oil well. That 13 why the 
citizens of Lima take to artificial fluids when 
they are away from home.—Exchange.

An American railway uses signal wires run- 
ning through tubes filled with petroleum, from 
the signal operator’s tower to the semaphore 
signal posts, 1100 feet distant; and it is found 
that such signals are operated more easily than 
when the wires rest on rollers laid in wood 
boxes, which are also especially liable to de- 
rangement, The pipes were laid upon stakes 
driven to grade, eight feet apart, and were par- 
allel to the line of the railway, operating upon 
curves equally well as upon tangent. The 
pipes were three-quarters of an inch inside di- 
ameter, and the wires three-sixteerths of an 
in 2h in diameter.—Enginzerirg. 


Workmen employed in the cellar of Gen. 
Carr's residence digging a heater pit this after- 
noon were astonished at seeing the pit fill with 
a liquid resembling petroleum in appearance, 
A lighted match thrown into the pit ignited 
the oil, and a serious fire might have resulted 
if the flames had not been quickly quenched 
with earth thrown upon them. The laborers 
were instructed to sink the shaft much deeper 
than was at first intended. Specimens of the 
fluid were given to chemists, who say that it 
has every appearance of being petroleum. 
Gen. Carr hopes he has struck an oil well,— 
Troy telegram to New York Times. 


A gentleman who is familiar with the oil sit- 
uation says that the importance of the recent 
petroleum discoveries in Egypt can hardly be 
overestimated. It is thought by some of the 
experts that the discoveries there, udded to the 
production in Russia, will ultimately break 
down the oil market and carry down with it 
the Stendard Oil Company, one of the strongest 
monopolies ever built up in this country. Fur- 
ther reports from the Egyptian oil field will 
therefore be watched very closely by the poli- 
ticians as well as by speculators. The Standard 
Oil Company is to-day as powerful a figure in 
the field of politics as in that of mere specula- 
tion.—New York World, 

A case of interest to producers is under con- 
sideration of the Supreme Court of Appeals of 
West Virginia. The Wood County Petroleum 
Company of Parkersburg leased from the West 
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Virginia Transportation Co. of the same place 
atract of land for the purpose of boring for 
oil, only the oil privilege being conveyed. No 
oil was secured, but a strong gasser was struck, 
and the petroleum company has been using 
and selling the gas.

The Herald dur- 
ing June has been publishing editorials deroga- 
tory to Roberts, charging him with political 
trickery, circulating elated tickets and being a 
monopolist, with a view to prevent his nomi- 
nation. Roberts evidently began to fear acon- 
tinuance of su bh articles would defeat his 
nomination, and the seizure was made in con- 
sequence. Bloss was recently defeated at the 
Republican primaries, where he wanted the 
nomination to the Assembly. 


Lima oil, says the Era, will intrude itself 
upon the better grades of oil in America to the 
extent that it can command favor with the 
consumers of refined oil. It cannot be expect- 
ed to infringe upon the exclusive rights now 
successfully covered and monopolized by our 
own headlight and high grade oils.

Under such circumstances and requirements it 
will be brought into extensive use despite all 
the efforts to cry it down. Thon, too, it will be 
used as fuel wherever it can be produced to 
undersell coal. 


Notice was issued Saturday by the National 
Transit Company of a genera) average assess- 
ment of 55-1000 of 1 per cent on account of the 
burning of tank register 488, located at Rock- 
view, inthe Four Mile district, Bradford field. 
Owing to a rule of the Pittsburg Exchange re- 
quiring the owner to pay such assessments, 
whether the oil is loaned or not, there was con- 
siderable wrangling over the adjustment of 
the payment.

Rivers of Oil. 


A telegram from Raleigh, N.C.,says: “The 
people of this vicinity are perplexed overa 
phenomenon that is observed along the south- 
eastern coast of the State.

Fish 
are dying by thousands and floating like chips 
on thesurface of the water. It issupposed that 
they are poisoned by this oily scum, but 
whence the destroyer comes nobody knows. A 
suggestion that a ship loaded with oil may have 
foundered in the vicinity is scouted, because 
from Lockwood's Folly all the way to Little 
River, thescum is found and the coast is strewn 
with the dead fish all the way. In the salt 
water about Shaliotte and Tubb’s inlet are im- 
mense quantities of the dead fish of every kind, 
and it is feared that there are no live fish left 
in Shallotte river or within ten miles of ite 
mouth, The water appears to have hecome as 
oil, and the wind seems to have made no im- 
pression on it.”

Olive Trees in Bloom. 


‘Lhe olive tree, when in flower, is an object of 
rare beauty, and we think that even as an or- 
namental tree the olive should be planted 
everywhere. The olive trees in our immediate 
vicinity are now in full blossom and are setting 
fruit, says the Fresno Repubtican. Those in 
Mr. Furguson’s garden have ne ver been more 
covered by blossoms, and promiee a large crop. 
Professor Braly’s trees, only four years old, 
have this season their first flowers, and this 
proves conclusively that in favored localitics 
even the else tardy mission olive bears at an 
early age. In the olive orchard of the Fancher 
Creek Nursery some twenty varieties are 
grown, and of these ten or more are now 
blooming. Some varieties only two years old 
are literally covered with bloom, and the olives 
are setting freely. This speakes volumes for 
the success of olive culture, the profits of which 
are so large and so regular that in Europe a 
very few trees suffice for the sustainment of a 
family the whole year round. The olives now 
promising the most are the Nevadillo Blanco 
and the Manzanillo, both the best varieties of 
Spain, the former for oil and the latter for 
pickled fruit. The mission does not produce a 
bighly flavored oil, and is in this respect very 
irferior even to the Picholine, which, though 
small fruited, produces a highly flavored and 
valuable oil.

It if awful stuff, of no 
value to the trade, and the market manipula- 
tors will have to do some monumental lying to 
make a scare out of the Lima field.”

Candle Nut Oil and Turtle Oil. 


Among the various samples of oil exhibited 
at the Indian and Colonial Exhibition at South 
Kensington, the Phar. Jour.and Trans, men- 
tions candle nut oiland turtle oil, as deserving 
to be much better known. The candle nut oil 
ie of a pale color, and is said to be odorless and 
tasteless: it isa drying oil, but forms a useful 
lamp oil, which burns with a brilliant light and 
without any objectionable odor. This oil 
could be prepared in unlimited quantity for 
commercial purposes A large number of 
candle nut seeds freed from the hard shell, may 
be seen in the Fiji Court. In this state they are 
used like candles or torches, strung on a twig; 
hence the name of candle nut. They are also 
known as Bancoul nutsand Belgaum walnuts. 
The kernels adhere somewhat closely to the 
thick woody shell, but this difficulty is over- 
come in Samoa by slightiy rvasting the nuts. 
The oil coulé also be obtained from the East 
Indies, from Jamaica and various Polynesian 
islands. In 1843, as much as 8,600 gallons of the 
oil was exported from the Sandwich isiands, at 
ls and 8d per gallon, and in 1862, 10,000 gallons 
were exported to the West Coast of South 
America. 

The turtle oi), according to a communicatio 
received from Mr. Brooks, could be furnished 
by the Seychelles alone to the extent of 6,000 
gallons per annum, if a demand should arise 
for it. In the Mauritius Court numerous spe- 
cimens of this oil are exhibited and according 


Henry Chappell on North Main street. The 
petroleum has oozed out of the ground, and a 
large field is covered with it. 1t has been tested 
and proved to De a good Jubricator and to burp 
well. It is a high grade oil, and William E 
Green, master machinist of the New London 
Northern Railroad, who tried it in a drilling 
machine, avers that it is 100 per cent, better 
than any other oil he ever used. The first oil in 
New London was discovered in January last on 
the Norwich road. It had discolored the snow 
and filled the cart ruts across the farm. It got 
on the boots of a tarmer who had an inquisitive 
mind, and he sent samples of the oil to a chem- 
ist. Petroleum has since appeared on the sur 

face of two other farms, al within the limits of 
the city. A week or more ago it broke out on 
a farm in Chesterfield, eight miles northwest of 
New London, and sanguine speculators believe 
that there is a great reservoir of it under all 
New London county. The price of real estate 
in the neighborhood of the oil field is rising. No 
well has yet been bored. A few days agoa 
spoonful of pure oil was taken from the surface

Illipe Oil as a Soap-stock and Sub- 
stitute for Lard. 

Specimens of a white solid fat prepared from 
the seeds of Bagsia Jatifolia (Sapotacess) are 
exhibited at the Indian and Colonial Exhibition 
at South Kensington, by M. C. Lienard under 
the name of illipe oil. This is used in the 
island as a substitute for lard for cooking pur- 
poses. It would probably form a valuable oil 
for soap manufacture, several of the Sapotace- 
ous trees yielding, like the Shea butter tree, a 
fat containing asmali quantity of a substance 
resembling gutta-percha,the presence of which 
prevents the rapid wasting away of soap made 
with it that is characteristic of the soaps made 
witb cocoanut oil. In India it bas long been 
used in preparing common country soap. It 
contains stearic and oleic acids, and another 
acid said to bave the formula C,,;H99,. Ac- 
cording to Cooke's report on the oiis and oil 
seeds of India, it was stated, in 1843, by the 
Director of Price’s Patent Candle Company, 
that illipe oil was worth £8 less per ton than St. 
Petersburg tallow for the manufacture of can- 
dies, but that large quantities could be used in 
this country if it could be supplied at £35 per 
ton. The value of the oil in Bombay is about 
83 for the Surat maund of 374% lbs. The seeds 
yield about 33 per cent of oil, which after 
saponification yieids 40 per cent of inodorous 
translucent stearic acid. The oleine obtained 
by training, i. e., melting and cooling to a tem- 
perature which allows the svearine to crystal- 
lize out, is very pure, and resembles olive oil in 
appearance and properties. 
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to Mr. Despeissis, the oil is valued more highly 
than cod liver oil for pulmonary diseases, 
agreeing better with the stomach and not caus- 
ing eructations. A bottie holding about 20 
ounces sells in the island for about 2s, whilst 
one of the same size of cod liver oil would be

False Economy in Using Lubricating 
Vils. 


An exchange sensibly remarks that the en- 
gineer who shows the best oil record does not 
always show the best economy in cost of re- 
pairs and material. 

Carrying the oil supply down tothe lowest 
amount possible is too much like running & 
steam boiler on a low margin of safety. 

As long as the “unexpected does not happea,” 
the engine and boiler may work well but a little 
heavier load, or a few pounds extra steam, will 
eatise disaster, which years of close oil econ- 
omy can never repay. 





War Against the “ Bucket Shops.” 


The Stock, Petroleum and Produce Exchaage 
brokers, last week began a concerted move- 
ment against the bucket shops, which, they de- 
clared, they will not abandon until the con- 
cerns are driven out of the business. Theshops 
are dependent for their business upon the reg- 
ular receipt of quotations, which are rent out 
over “tickers” by the gold and stock and com- 
mercial companies, and the brokers succeeded 


in having the machines taken from several of. 


the shops in this city and Philadelphia. It is 
charged that the quotation companies, in vio~ 
lation of the contract under which they are 
allowed the facilities of the exchanges, are sur- 
reptitiously allowing the use of their service to 
the illegitimate shops. 

The most serious allegation is that prominent 
Officials in the telegraph companies are inter- 
ested in a concern known as the “Big Four,” 
that has its headquarters on Broadway, and is 
said to control 300 bucket shops in this and 
other cities. They employ 40 operators, and it 
is charged that tney obtain their quotations by 
co)lusion with the interested telegraph opera- 
tors, It isalso alleged that a general news 
ticker has been put in use by one of the com- 
panies, which is simply an arrangement for 
furnishing stock quotations to the sbops in 
violation of the contract with the exchanges. 
The quotations as sent out are furnished the 
companies by the stock exchanges’ own re- 
porters, and it is said that the Governing Com- 
mittee have evidence that this news is stolen 
and a regular business madevf selling it to out- 
side parties. 

The movement is believed to be preliminary 
to a bitter contest between the exchanges and 
the “ticker’’ companies. 
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The Trade in Flint Glass. 


Mr John Adams, of Pittsburg, who attended 
the conventioa of flint and Jime glass manufac- 
turers at Atlantic City, said: *‘This is compara- 
tively our dull season—July usually is. The 
trade can be quoted as being quiet. The busi- 
ness done in Pittsburg during the past year has 
not been as much in proportion as that done in 
other localities. There has been a decline in 
the price of some goods, but there has been no 
increase. There were imported last year over 
2,000,000 boyes, mostly in chimneys, shades and 
fancy goods. 

“Nearly al! the goods that are imported 
could readily be manufactured here if we bad 
the protection. The Tariff Committee reported 
that there were no changes since last year that 
would need the action of the convention. The 
general tanff question was discussed, but no 
resolution offered or definite action taken. 
There has been no labor trouble during the 
year. There wus some slight effect felt on 
account of the Northwestern railroad strikes. 
There is somewhat of a feeling among the 
members of the Eastern association to join the 
Western association. The Eastern folks were 
inactive, and the association is practically dy- 
ing There was only one new enterprise 
started in the United States during the year, 
and that wasin Pittsburg. It will be in full 
operation in the fall. 

“Every one of 55 factories represented in the 
convention produces upwards of $200,000 worth 
of goods each. After January next all the 
manufacturers in the association will refuse to 
pack assorted casks for the convenience of 
jubbers. All goods will be sent out in unbroken 
casks, and jobbers wil] have to repack and re- 
assort to suit their own trade. The outlook of 
the trade is very good.

The Proposed Pool of Natural Gas 
Companies. 


A meeting of the heads of the Philadelphia, 
_S@hartiers, People’s and other natural gas com- 
panies was held last week in Pittsburg, but 
nothing of importance was transacted. These 
meetings bad their origin in the desire on the 
part of several gentlemen to prevent the sense- 
less and incalculable waste of natural gas at 
the mills. It was thought that if all of them 
would shut off the gas that a great saving 
would inure to al] of them. Some satisfactory 
measures were taken, and then it was proposed 
that some action be taken to stop the foolish 
cutting in prices for gas. A gentleman having 
a knowledge of natural gas said: 
“Two or three of the companies have emis- 
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saries out in all parts of the city offering to 
take contracts at any price. In more than a 
uozen instances offers bave been made to putin 
gas at figures that the company would not 
think of piping gas for. Some offers were 
made in localities that the company making the 
offer will not reach this year, and probably 
never. It is a complete guerilia warfare, all 
aimed at one company, and meant to weaken 
and embarrass its legitimate efforts to supply 
gas. It is understood that another meeting will 
be held soon, at which proper action in this di- 
rection will be taken. It is also understood 
that some of the stockholders and officers ot 
ene of the largest comranies is in favor of 
leasing their plant to the Philadelphia company, 
in order that it may be made to yield something 
more than it is now doing. The probabilities 
are that a huge pool will be the outcome of 
their meetings, similar in conception to the 
Western railroad pools, for the protection of all 
concerned. This pool will govern prices and 
take means to protect the gas.”

Thorn Creek Not Dead Yet. 


The Phillips well, on the Girard farm. Thorn 
Creek’s extension, is through the sand and 
flowing at a fifty-barrel rate, but the well will 
probably improve when it gets to pumping. 
The well opens new territory and has been the 
meansof starting several new wells in the ex- 
tension. TLe Thorn Creek o.! fleld is now two 
years old, its third anniversary having fallen 
on June 27. It is now two years since Sam 
Armstrong opened the first well of the great- 
est fleld ever discovered. During the two 
years of its life the field has produced over 
three and a half million barrels of oil and has 
a daily production of over 1.500 barrels, witha 
prospect of the production being doubled very 
shortly. Cherry Grove, two years older, has 
only produced two hundred thousand more 
than grand old Thorn Creek. Washington 
is the most dangerous field, but it has 
probably seen its best days, and though it 
may fluctuate in production and may get over 
ten thousand a day, its production will decline 
faster than it can be increased. It will not get 
far away from five thousand and the outlook 
is more favorable to the bulis and bears »s far 
as Washinatan is concerned, but Thorn Creek, 
Millerstown and Tarkiln are dangerous factors 
to the trade. 
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Oleomargarine Exports. 


In view of the large and fast increasing con- 
sumption of American oleomargarine in Eng- 
land some of our tariff advocates, says the 
Philadelphia Record, exultingly exclaim that 
the alarmed dairy interests of that country are 
rising to restrain the importation of this com- 
wodity. There is no danger, however, that 
they will succeed, fur several reasons. The 
dairies of England only partially supply its 
consumers, and if they were capable of larger 
production American butter and cheese, not 
oleomargarine, would be the objects of pro- 
tectionists attack. Oleomargarine, as the im- 
portations from the United States show, con- 
stitutes an important food supply of the Eng- 
lish working people, and the greater its con- 
sumption the less danger of any legislation to 
restrict its cheap and abundant supply. An 
English Parliament would not dare legis- 
late concerning an article of food as Congress 
is doing in regard to oleomargarine, Such an 
attempt to destroy one article of production 
for the sake of another could only be made 
with safety where protection has run mad. 
Congress may prevent the sale of oleomargar- 
ine for use in this country, but its exportation 
to England and thence to other parts of the 
world will not be prohibited or restrained. 
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Trading on Margins. 


A leading Cleveland broker takesa daily pa- 
per of that city totask for spreading erron- 
eous beliefs on marginal trading, and as his ar- 
gument isa defense of all brokers in lard, oil, 
stocks or other speculative articles, we give i" 
below. He says in a letter addressed to the pa- 
per in question: 


“TI notice occasionally in your editorial col- 
umns references to marginal trading, and the 
statement that it is il!ewal and that parties need 
not pay their debts tu their Lrokers, rather ad- 
vising them to let the brokers whistle for their 
money. This advice is no doubt bighly satis- 
factory to a large number of men who go into 
a broker’s Office and buy and sell and take their 
profit, and who, when fortune frowns, lie 
down. The list which I could give you of such 
persons who have performed that feat upon 
me would probably astonish you, and I have 
sometimes thought it would be a good thing to 
publi-h it when I read about the insatiable 
brokers and the confiding customers who get 
ruined by them. This town is getting rather a 
bad name from such publications going ebroad 
and indicating a determination among traders 
tu repudiate their contracts and although it 
may not have occurred to you that such advice 
might not, ina public journal, conduce to the 
highest standard of commercial honor, it bas 
so occurred to others. Perhaps it might be 
as well to advocate the payment of just debts 
as a matter of honor, if not collectable by law. 
There have been people who lost their money 
in other kinds of business besides marginal 
trading, and I think you can recollect several in 
this city. In fact, the records of the commer- 


cial agencies show that ninety seven out of 
every one bundred men who engage in com- 
mercial pursuits fail. With this before us it 
seems to be very foolish to lay all the ruin and 
trouble in the world to trading on margins. 
There are black sheep in all kinds of business, 
and it would not be hard to find some in the 
brokerage business, but it is probable that 
brokers average as well as any kind of traders. 
in character, honor and ability. As humanity 
is so constituted that it will take risks in some 
shape, and as tne very fact that the American 
people are so venturesome has led to the 
growth of the country being vary rapid, it 
doesn’t look as though speculation could be 
stopped by advising traders not to pay their 
brokers. Mrs. Partington trying to sweep buck 
the Atlatic Ocean would be about as sensible." 
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Distinction Between Cacao Butter 
and Coco Batter,

Fr. Kollmar, in Bosigheim, has introduce’1 
nto commerce an excellent purified cocoanut 
oil, under the name of cocoanut butter or coco 
butter, which is to be used as a substitute for 
cacao butter and other fats in confectionery. 
This coco butter has some similarity with cacao 
butter, as regards external appearance, con- 
sistency and melting point. It may therefore 
be used for adulterating cacao butter, and the 
chemist may be called upon to determine 
whether an article of confectionery contains 
coco butter or cacao butter, or a mixture of 
both. 


The body under examination if necessary, is 
first «xtracted with beszene, both fats being 
readily soluble in this solvent and giving solu- 
tions which remain perfectly clear at orcinary 
temperatures. One part of fat requires three 
to five parts of benzene. The solution is evap

Cacao butter dissolved in three parts of am- 
ylic alcohol, by the aid of a gentle heat, at the 
end of a day shows a crystalline sedimeat 
amounting to about 75 per cent of the fatem 
ployed, and a clear solution. Coco butter ata 
mean temperature, remains perfectly ciear, 

Cacao butter dissolved at a moderate heat in 
three parts benzene gives a turbid solution, 
which in course of a day becomes clear 
and deposits about five per cent of the 
fat. A sim Jur solution of coco butter is, and 
remains clear. When drops of these solutions 
are placed upon a glass plate by means of « 
glass rod, at the end ot an hour the cvco butter 
shows a dull white stain, surroun ed by » 
white, wavy rim trom 15to2 mm. in breadth. 
The cacao butter solution gives a thicker fatty 
rim, which is only (5 tolmm. wide Under 
the microscope the coco butter stain shows fine 
separated crystailine mass 2s. 

A mixture of both fats dissolved in benzene 
gives stains which aresimi ar to those produe: d 
by cacao butter. The crysta hzed formations 
in the stains from coco butter and from a mix- 
ture of the two fats, at the end of two hours 
torm a fine grained homogeneous jayer. The 
stain from coco and cacao butter. after twelve 
and more hours, when mugaified 30 to 50 
times, shows an abundance of needle-shaped 
or asteriated crystalline masses in the granula! 
crystalline layer.. The crystaliine formations 
area certain indication of the presence of c. co 
butter. When the coco butter is present to the 
extert of 60 per cent. or more, the stains upon 
the glass are almost identical with thuse pro- 
duced by pure cocv butter in color and form, 
80 that tis test admits of no doubt. 

Cacao butter, like coco butter,when dissolved 
in three parts of ether at the ordinary tempera 
ture, gives solutions which remain clear. A 
drop, placed upon a clear glass piate, forms 
a stain, by dilation. which is similar ip 
appearance to an anthodium flower. After 
two or three hours the whitish coco butter 
staine, magnified 30 to 50 times, shows sepa- 
rated round crystalline masses, which are con- 
cave; the intermediate spaces between these 
masses is filled with crystals haviug the appear- 
ance of bunches of grass. 

To the naked eye the coco butter stain pre- 
sents a speckled appearance, as if made up of 
dots. The stains of cacao butter, aod of a mix- 
ture consisting essentially of cacao butter, dur 

ng the first hour hav. a fatty, transiucent ap 
pearance. After twoorthree hours they be- 
come dull white. and little translucent, The 
rim surrounding the stain appears whiter than 
the inner layer, which is evea and smootb. 
Magnified 30 to 50 times, the middle of the 
stain appears to consist of layers of smail 
granular crystals. The stains produced by a 
mixture of the two fats are still fatty and trans- 
lucent after three hours, xnd generally show a 
thicker rim. By transmitted lampligbt these 
stains produce no shadow on white paper, while 
the stain produced by either fat does. At the 
end of twelve hours these stains, when magpi- 
fied 30 to 50 times, show the granular crystals, 
intermingled with long, needie-shaped crystals 
and stellar clusters. When the mixture con- 
tains more than 60 per cent. of coco butter, the 
stains can hardly be distinguished from those of 
pure coco butter, 

Cacao butter is soluble in 5 parts boiling ab- 
solute alcohol: coco butter disso)ves in 2 parts 
at 60 degrees C, and in 5 parts at 3u degrees C. 

Cocoa butter dissolved in 10 parts absolute 
alcohol gives a clear so'ution which remains 
clear for several hours at a mean temperature, 
after which it separates in round balls of 
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needle-shaped crystals which almost fill the 
eatire fluid. On gently heating they are re- 
dissolved. 

Cocoa butter dissolved in 10 parts absolute 
alcohol, on cooling, separates small granular 
crystals which fill the solution about one. 
third. Ifat the end of a day, the solution is 
heated to about 25 deg. C., these crystals melt 
and sink tothe bottom, where on cooling they 
form a solid layer. 

A mixture of the two fats dissolved in 10 
parts alcohol, behaves like the solution of 
cocoa butter, 

According to the above, there is no difficulty 
in distinguishing between the two fats. When 
both fats are present in a mixture, the cocoa 
butter being in excess; the mags is extracted 
with benzene and thesolution evaporated. The 
residual fatis then partially dissolved by agi- 
tating with 90 per cent alcohol, at a tempera- 
ture of 50 to 60 deg. C. The decanted warm 
solution then contains mostly coco butter, and 
very little cacao butter. The alcohol is evapo- 
rated off at alow temperature and the residue 
after solidifying is tested by the stain tests, 
and its specific gravity is determined. The 
presence of other fats, such as cows butter, 
does not alter the process, because these fata 
are sparipg!y soluble in alcohol. 

By the stain test, the presence of coco butter 
is readily and certainly detected, and in only 
tew Cases will it be necessary to determine the 
density. In addition to the stain test, the solu- 
b lity in 99 per cent alcohol at 50 to 60 deg. C. 
offers a good characteristic of coco butter. 
While coco butter, according to its age, shows 
a specific gravity of 0.950 to 0.990, the specific 
“ravity of coco butter has been found only be- 
tween 0.925 to 0.930.—S fen a rikant. 
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Two Views of the Uhio Gil Field. 


Mr. David Kirk, President of the McCalmont 
Oil Company, of Pennsyivania, was here last 
week looking over the oil field in company 
with A. H. Tack and Farmer Dean, of the same 
company. Mr. Kirk is one of the mcst conser- 
Vative vil men in the country, and when here 
last fallexpressed serious doubte as to the vale 
ue of this field for oil. However, after careful 
observation at the wells thus far developed, he 
stated positively and with confidence tha: this 
would prove a better field than the Bradford 
territory. He further maintained that Han- 
cock county comprised much the best end of 
tne Northwestern Ohio oil fleld.—Findlay Re- 
publican. 

Mr. David Kirk returned home trom Lima 
and Findlay. Regarding the above clipping he 
ioforms us that be never entered into conver- 
-ation witb a reporter of the Republiean and 
tbat he never expressed his opivion in that 
light, When shown the item Mr. Kirk laughed 
and remarked that they were using every en- 
deavor to boom the fleid. The McCalmont Oil 
Company, of which Mr. K'rk is presiaeat, con- 
trois 50.0u0 acres ot territory in the Lima field, 

/ut they are not receiving the encouragement 

tO warrent developing their territory more 
han sufficient to bold their leases. Mr. Kirk, 
when Called on quite re.ently, stated to a re- 
porter that the way the field was developed at 
present covers quite an extensive tract of 
drijlable territory, but the dry holes recently 
tininished, and which are iocated on the belt, 
tudicate that it is in one continuous fleld of 
pools. Tne Cannonsburg well and the Findlay 
wells, with one located fifteen miles north of 
Findlay and one an equal distance soutneast, 
which are said ty be produces, and the way 
Lima is developed, shows it to be a fleld of fifty 
wiles of drillabie territory, but it is yet to be 
determined bow rich the rock is. 

As most of the weils are plugged, and the 
operators are offered no inducement to open 
(hem,they have been about one year producing 
(bis oit and have tried a 1 sinds of experiments, 
out so far have failed to make much progress, 
and as for Lima's vil coming in direct competi- 
tion with our oil, in my Opinion it never will. 
There bas been no oil fuund in the worid equal 
to our vil,whiie that of Kussia, Ezypt,Colorado, 
California and Tennessee are one and the same 
kind The oil of Pennsyivania isan exception 
to all others, and untii it gives out no other 
need apply. 

Mr. Kirk gives it as his opinion that oil for 
fuel will be used quite extensively in days to 
come, and that Lima can furnish the supply 
and the consumption will be quite extensive, 
but as for bringing their oil in competition 
with ours for illuminatiny purposes is beyond 
apprehension. Even for fuel there is one great 
obstacle in the way,as it can never be produced 
for forty cents and pay pipe line charges of 
twenty cents and storage. A cheap way of 
drilling would bave to be unearthed and every- 
thing cheapeped so as to undermine coal. 
[bey are at p:esent shipping a little oil to 
Cleveland. The Chicago Eiwards Pipe Com- 
pany wuich have been shipp ng considerable 
oil tu Chicago, have sold their line to the Stand- 
ard and fur a while were going to erect a re- 
fiuery with the capital of Lima parties, but 
there has Deen considerable talk and little 
work. From appearance they would like to 
get outside capital to invest. The territory has 
not been developed enough to put any estimate 
on its producing quality ard as for what its 
future will be I cannot say, but I think it will 
be a tar way off of being a second Bradford 
fieid.”"—Bradford Era,

familiar with the developments there, A visit 
to Lima found it a very pretty little city of 
a out 12,000 inhabitants, located in low grounds 
with poor water the only drawback. The water 
is hard limestone water, and is very disagree- 
ale to those who are in the habit of drinking 
from the beautiful springs of Northern Penn- 
The operations extend between 
Lima and Findlay, a town of 7,000 inhabitants. 
The cost of drilling in this fleld is about $2,500.

The depth of the wells is from 1,200 to 1,300 feet 


They put in from 50 to 60 feet of drive pipe, and 
case at 400 to 475 feet in the limestone. There 
has been only one or two wells drilled through 
the sand, as they are obliged to stop from 12 to 
17 feet in the eand on account of the salt water 
found at that depth. The sand is 25 to 30 feet 
thick, and is of a brownish black formation, 
resembling the Bradford sand more than the 


other districts. There are 28 drilling wells ard 


87 rigs up, making a totai 65 rigs and wells 


drilling. Territory ranges from \ to 34, witha 
bonus. The field extends 30 miles, but the 
operations are mostly confined to Lima, the 
wells around Findlay oeing shut down and 
plugged. The operators are very active in 
getting a well completed, but when they get it 
down they are at sea to know what to do, as 
they can not get a market for their oil, it being 
governed by the demand. 

At present there is a market for about 900 
barrels per day, which is principally used for 
fuel. The market price is 40c. Kefiners can 
scarcely give that much, as only about 40 per 
cent can be gotten out of the oil. There are 32 
wells completed and 4 more in the sand. There 
are only 3 wells which are doing as much as 100 
barrels a day, while the others average 18 to 20 
barrels. There are several thousand acres of 
land leased by parties who are not able to oper- 
ate, which will soon be dropped, as the leases 
have about run out. The glowing account of 
the field is reported by parties who are inter- 
ested there and are trying to bull the field, as is 
always the casein new development, but we 
could not see anything to induce outsiders to 
go in, as they have no market after their wells 
are completed. Of course they have a large 
field and could swell the production at any 
time, but of what use is it to produce oll and 
let it run on the ground? In short, we would 
rather wildcat in Pennsylvania, for marketable 
oil than have the whole Lima district.—Pitts- 
burg paper. 
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The Monopoly of Oildom. 


The president of the Consolidated Stock and 
Petroleum Exchange of New York, Charles E, 
Wilson, in bis annual report, made on June 1}, 
made this statement regarding the growth of 
business and the influence of the New York Ex- 
change in the petroleum trade: “Today the Oil 
City, Bradford and Pittsburg Exchanges fol- 
low our quotations, while a little more than 
one year ago we followed theirs, and it should 
be a source of pride to our members, that in 
this short space of time we have outstripped 
our competitors, and stand today in point of 
numbers, capital and volume of business, the 
petroleum exchange of the world.” This is 
certainly blowing a very loud horn, but’ there 
may be some good reason for the samo, 


New York has, beyond question, gradually 
absorbed the speculative business in petro- 
leum, and we think to the detriment of the oil 
region end of the trade somewhat. New York 
isthe great centre of capital and of general 
speculation in America, and more schemes for 
the plunder of the innocent public bave arisen 
there than in all other centers of the American 
continent. Speculators of great wealth obtain 
power through manipulation and deception, 
and by it ride to death many good, honest men, 
who struggie for fortune in a legitimate man- 
ner. fpeculation in oil or any other commod- 
ity can be conducted on a legitimate basis. but 
it isimpossible to guess out the designs and 
fraudulent schemes that unscrupulous specu - 
lators, who often possess much power and 
wealth, will conceive and urge on completion. 
The speculative oil tradeof New York is not 
without such, though it must be admitted that 
as yet there are no Goulds or Vanderbilts in it, 
The general trade is completely in the bands of 
one concern—the Standard. No other business 
ig so completely handicapped bya single or- 
ganization. 

The world has never witnessed a greater 
monopoly than oil has been the means of erect- 
ing. But as regards speculation, this monop- 
oly does not desire to control it altogether, as 
it does the transportation and refining of the 
product, and there*is room left for quite a 
move to be "ndertaken by designing members 
of the trade outside of the monopoly and even 
individuals within it. New York has undoubt- 
edly been working up some scheme for the 
past week by which the oil market has been 
forced into a higher key, and in the face of one 
of the most astonishing wells in the great sec- 
tion that rules or bas ruled the business for 
sometime. This was the Vandergrift on the 
Hall farm, north of the Gordon wells. A very 
small well was expected by all, if not a dry 
hole, and lo and behold! it bursts out with 
over 100 barrels an hour, and the market wheels 
about and starts upward at a very lively rate 
until a space of nearly five cents is covered. 
This can bea result of nothing more or less 
than concert of action on the part of schemers 
who may succeed if too many such scratches 
asthe one referred to do not make their ap- 













pearance, It is, therefore, not unlikely that 
the trade will witness such movements on fre- 
quent occasions, and they will be the means of 
causing losses to the speculator whose reason 
invites him to the opposite direction. This is 
wby we do not care to see the bulk of the 
speculative business done in New York.—War-

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Modern Match Making.* 
BY W. BAXTER. 

The chemistry of the modern rafety matches 
is interesting. If we try to lightthem by draw- 
ing tbe club end of a match over any ordinary 
rough surface we find this attempt to ignite it 
useless; at last we happen to draw it over the 
rough reddish-brown paper on the side of the 
box, and it instantly lights. This is due to the 
fact that the tipping mixture on the match Is 
composed in the main of chlorate of potash, 6 
parts; sulphide of antimony, 2 parts; with glue. 
1 part, as a binding material. Buta mixture of 
chlorate of potash and sulphide of antimony in 
the proportions named would, if subjected to 
such friction as we put it to. detonate with tol- 
erable violence, but their power of chemically 
acting on one another is here suspended by the 
presence of the glue; but when rubbed against 
the paper on the box we have presented to the 
chlorate of potash a body extremely prone to 
oxidation, and, therefore, very easy indeed of 
combustion, hence we obtain our light. The 
composition on the box is amorphous phos- 
phorus, 10 parts; sulphide of antimony, or ox- 
ide of manganese, 8 parts; glue, 1 part. These 
matches are now practically in the hands of the 
well-known firm with whose name they are so 
familiarly associated. I refer, of course,; to 
Messrs. Bryant & May’s, who purchased the 
process from Lundstrom, the Swede. In Swe- 
den and Denmark the use of the ordinary 
matches is probi*‘ted by law, and only “Swed- 
ish safety matchis”’ allowed.”’ 

In 1861 a great improvement was made in 
lucifer matches as regards the preparation of 
the splint. Up to then the splint had always 
been tipped with sulphur before being covered 
with its ignition mixture; but the new idea did 
away with the objectionable smell of sulphur 
dioxide. The improvement was due to Mr. R. 
M. Letchford, a well-known London maker of 
lucifer matches; he had all the splints dipped 
into melted paraftin, which, up to that time, 
had been at a high price, and even then was 
not so cheap as it is now. 

The manufacture of matches as now carried 
on is briefly as follows: Wooden splints are cut 
by fine steam saws from the very best quality 
of pine planks, perfectly dried at 400 degrees 
Fahr, English splints are of two lengths, 
called large (24 in. long)and minimkins (1% 
in. long). In England the splints are cut 
square, as arule, and in Germany cylindrical. 
Double lengths are used. The ends of the 
double splints are first slightly charred; then 
the splints are dipped in sulphur or paraflin; 
then arranged on a dipping frame, the ends 
projecting; and then dipped into tbe phos- 
phorus compcsition, which is spread on a thin 
slab of stone to Zin. in depth, and kept warm 
by steam underneath. When dry, they are cut 
in two and packed in bundles of 1(0 ready for 
boxing. 

The “tipping’’ composition differs in different 
districts and countries, but essentially consists 
of an emulsion of phosphorus .in a solution of 
glue or gum with chlorate of potash, and with 
or without other matters for coloring, &c. In 
England the composition contains a consider- 
able quantity of chlorate of potash, which im- 
parts a snapping and flaring quality to the 
matches cipped in it, and but little phosphorus 
on account of the moisture of the climate. In 
Germany the proportion of phosphorus is 
larger, and generally some metallic oxide re- 
places the chlorate. Thus they light quicker 
with a lambent flame, but they are quickly 
spoilt if kept in a damp atmosphere. 

The phosphorus emulsion is made by soaking 
2 parts of glue in water until soft, adding water 
t» 4 parts, and melting the glue in it by the aid 
of a water bath at 200 deg. F. Remove from 
the fire, and add gradually 14 to 2 parts of 
phosphorus, agitating briskly all the time to 
form an emulsion. Add 4 to5 parts of chio- 
rate of potash,3to 4 parts of powdered glass 
and coloring agent, all in very fine powder 
Stir until the whole is completely cold. 

The annual production of amorphous phos- 
phorous is 1200 tons, of which over 90 per cent. 
is used in the match trade, the total supply Le- 
ing furnished by only two firms, viz., Messrs. 
Allbright & Wilson, of Oldbury, in Birming- 
ham, and Messrs. Coignet & Son, of Lyons, in 
France.

Tu izese the splint of wood is replaced bya 
number of cotton wicks, as many as 200 some- 
times occurring ina single match. These are 
closely platted together, and the whole impreg- 
nated with wax. The reason of their being so 
cheap now seems to be that a German named 
Letzer has only some two years ago patented a 
machine which begins and finishes the match 
in one consecutive operation.

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Method of Examining Fixed Oils. 
BY ALFRED H, ALLEN. 


The following notes are connected with 
points referred to in the paper I read before 
the Manchester Section of the Society of Chem- 
ical Industry at the January meeting: 

Valenta’s Acetic Acid Test.—In the table 
published on page 69 of the Journal, owing to 
the undue extension of a bracket, sperm oil 
and whale oil are represented as being insolu- 
ble in an equal measure of glacial acetic acid, 
even at the boiling point. This is not the case, 
and, in order to prevent misconception, I give 
below the temperatures at which their solu- 
tions in glacial acetic acid were observed to be- 
come turbid, together with similar results ob- 
tained with other oils since my last paper was 
read. The observations were made at my re- 
quest by Mr. W. Wright. As before, I have 
placed in juxtaposition the figures obtained by 
Valenta with specimens of the same kind of 
oils,

Ofthetwo samples of whale oil examined, 
No.1 contained a proportion of glycerides of 
volatile fatty acids corresponding to 5.1 per 
cent of valeric acid, while No. 2 contained only 
the equivalent of 1.5 per cent of that acid. The 
results furnish another instance of oils con- 
taing lower glycerides being comparatively 
easily solubleiv glacial acetic acid, The varia- 
tions between Valenta’s figures and those ob- 
tained in the author's laboratory show that too 
much reliance must not be placed on the indi- 
cations of the test, which, however, is capable 
of very useful application in certain cases, 
Thus, further most encouraging results bave 
been recently obtained with butter and butter- 
ine, but I reserve a full description of these 
experiments for a future paper. 

Bromine Absorptions of Oils.—In my last 
paper I gave atable in which the proportion 
of bromine, fuund by Pr. E, J. Mills and his 
coadjutors to be absorbed by various oils, were 
compared with the corresponding iodine ab- 
sorptions as determined by Hubl. It is only 
just to Dr. Mills to state that the value I gave 
for the bromine absorption of almond oil wus 
that found by Millis for the oil expressed from 
bitter almonds, whereas the result he obtained 
for the oil from sweet almonds does not pre- 
sent so strongly the anomaly to which I called 
attention. Since the publication of my last 
paper, Mr. T. Maben (Pharm. J. [5], xvi. 797) 
bas determined the bromine absorptions of 
apricot and peach oils, with the results incor- 
porated in Table Aon page 283, together with 
the iodine absorption found by R. W. Mooie 
for almond oil. 

The difference in the bromine-absorption 
found by Mills for the oils from sweet and bit- 
ter almonds is striking, especially as the Brit- 
ih Pharmacopeia regards the oils as so similar 
that the use of the one or other kind of nut is 
optional. Asa matter of fact, however, nearly 
all the Oil of commerce is expressed from bitter 
almonds, as the mark of these is then available 
for preparing the essential oil. But a bromine- 
absorption of only 26,if it really corresponds 
to the triolein present, points to the presence 
of fully 50 per ci nt, of palmitin or other solid 
fats, a proportion which would give an oil the 
consistency of lard or tallow. On the other 
hand, the iodine-absortions of Hubl and Moore 
are inexplicably high fora non-drying oil. for 
(multiplied by the factor 1.152) they represent 
more than 100 per cent. of triolein. 

Determination of Glycerin.—1n my last paper 
I mentioned that I had not succeaded in ob- 
taining methy!] alcohol which could, by any 
reasonably simple method of purification, be 
rendered suitable for effecting the sponifica- 
tion of fixed oils prior to the determination of 
the resultaut glycerin by the permanganate 
process. In accordance with a recommenda- 
tion made during the discussion on my paper, 
I have since applied to Mr. C. A. Fawsitt, who 
has kindly supplied me with some metby] alco- 
hol which, after rectification with a little 
caustic soda, is all that can be desired, By the 
aid of this purified product, I have made deter- 
minations of the glycerol in other samples of 
saponified oil, and have found that, in the case 
of oils which have been gravely modified in 
their characters by oxidation, bodies are devel- 
oped that yield oxalic acid on treatment with 
permanganate and alkali, and hence vitiate the 
determination of glycerine by this process. 
Thus a sample of genuine steam-boiled lin- 
seed. oil showed 9.94 per cent. of gly- 
cerin by the permanganate process against 
8.78 per cent. actually isolated. These results 
show as near an agreement as might be expect- 
ed, when the unavoidable loss of glycerin by 


_ Volatilization in the latter process is taken into 


















account. Onthe other hand, when the same 
oil was allowed to dry completely by exposing 
it in thin layers on glass plates, at a tempera- 
ture of 100 deg. C., the product when oxidized 
with permanganate gave oxalic acid equivalent 
to the impossible proportion of 15.52 per cent. 
of glycerol, while the amount of the same sub- 
stance actually isolated in a moderately pure 
condition was only 6.4 percent, The discrep- 
ancy is probably due to the formation of solu- 
ble oxidation products capable of yielding 
oxalic acid on further oxidation. Acids of the 
acrylic series are known to have this property, 
and are said to be produced by the oxidation 
of linseed oil.

Sludge Acid and the New Jersey 
Refineries. 


The New York Sun devoted considerable 
space the other day to a discussion of the 
sludge acid question, and published the follow- 
ing asthe result of an investigation at Bay- 
onne, N. J., by a Sun reporter: 

One of the principal officers of the Standard 
Oil Trust, when approached on this matter by 
a representative of the Sun, said: “I am glad to 
have an opportunity to make a statement to 
the public of our position in this matter. We 
are very desirous of not only complying witk 
all legal requirements in the conduct of our 
business, but of guarding most carefully 
against trespassing upon private rights, and 
giving just ground of offence to any one, far 
beyond the limitations of thelaw. Even were 
we not impelled to this by a regard for our du- 
ties of citizenship, we would adopt this policy, 
out of consideration for the protection of the 
large property interests we have at stake. We 
are so anxious to have this nuisance abated, 
that we will do anything that is in our power 
toward that end. 

Mr. Geo. H. Van Winkle, Superintendent of 
the Standard works at Constable Point, made a 
lucid and unreserved explanation of the proc- 
cesses by which crude petroleum is converted 
into refined oil and paraffine. He did this asa 
naceszary preliminary to meeting the com- 
plaints concerning spent acid and parafline re- 
siduum, 

The resultant from the paraffine distillation 
is a black stuff much like melted coal tar, that 
speedily hardens when exposed to the air. 
This, with the addition of some soda-charged 
water from the bleaching processes, was prob- 
ably what was spoken of by the witnesses in 
1883 as the “green slime’”’ that covered a large 
tract of the meadow. That tract so covered is 
now the ground upon which hugge stills and 
great tanks are erected. The ‘green slime’”’ is 
a solid and imperishable foundation, upon 
which ashes have been laid to a depth of sey- 
eral feet, making hard, dry, and for this local- 
ity, high ground. The only sewer that the 
Sun's representative found in the yard was an 
open one, about four feet square, through 
which rushed back into the Kill von Kull the 
10,000,000 gallons a day of salt water pumped up 
for usein the works. At no point didany 
spent acid come in contact with this water, and 
none consequently could be detected upon it. 
It did however, carry a quantity of paraffice 
anda lighter oils that had escaped over in the 
course of different processes, small but worth 
saving, and to retain these the stream passed 
through a long series of traps or boxes, that 
held the upper portion of the current upon 
which the oil rested, while allowing the water 
below to flow theough freely. At its point of 
discharge the water was positively clear and 
free from offensive odor. 

Superintendent Van Winkle said that he 
knew beyond a doubt that spent acid had been 
discharged into the Kill von Kull at least with- 
in three weeks, for he bad seen it flowing out 
from the works of the Seaboard Refining Com- 
pany, which are directly across a wide dock 
from those of the Standard Companv. Hig 
brother, James Van Winkle, whose esp¢ cial 
duty it is to see that no spent acid gets from 
the Standard works into the Kill von Kull, and 
who has been made to fully understand that he 
will be held responsible if any does, said that he 
positively knew spent or sludge acid had been 
run off into the Kill from the Seaboard Refining 
Company’s works within three weeks; that, in- 
deed, such discharges of that offensive sub- 
stance were frequent, and that he knew the 
precise point at which they were made, well out 
toward the end of the nearest long dock. Mr, 
L. P. Dexter, as assistant to Mr. Alexander, 
General Manager of the works, also affirmed as 
amatter of his personal knowledge that the 
Seaboard Refining Company habitually dis- 
charged at least some portion of its spent acid 
into the Kill von Kull. 

The Seaboard Refining Company consists of 
the firm of Lombard, Ayres & Co., whose New 
York offices are at Broadway and Beaver street, 
over the offices of the Ocean Refining Com- 
pany. Mr, Lombard, the head of the firm, said: 
“We formerly had a great deal of trouble in 
storing our spent acid to meet the demands 
of the fertilizer manufacturers. About a 
year and a half ago, however. we adopted a 
method of disposing of it that has been very 
successful, We now recover all the acid, 
weakened down to 60 deg., which is just what 
the fertilizer manufacturers want, and the 
residual oily tar we burn under one of 
our boilers. We not only use up in this way 
all the sludge or spent acid that we ourselves 
produce, but we take all that the Ocean Refin- 
ing Company makes as well, and we could take 
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Townsend & Eddy, Hall & Ruckel, Henning 
& Son,Seligman & Bros., Julius Zeller, R. Hil- 
lier sons & Co, Patterson & Purdy, Mr. Cam- 
ming of Philadelphia and several others who 
gave their names as Stevens, Cameron, Black, 
Rhodes stewart, Bleasby, J. W Roach, Geo. G. 
Cowl McMahon and Waren. Thetime for the 
next sale has not been announced. 
The articles sold are enumerated below with 
the prices realized attached.

Products of the Standard Oil Company if they 
would let us have it. Wherever the sludge 
acid in the Kill von Kull comes from, I feel 
satistied that it does not come from our works ” 

Mr. W. T. Leman, General Superintendent of 
the Seaboard Refining Company, said: 

“I know there isa great deal of sludge acid 
in the water of the Kill, and it probably goes 
away along shore, as the Staten Islanders say, 
to some extent, though I have no doubt there 
is a great deal of exaggeration about it, ButI

know it does not come from these works. I 
may have a pretty good idea where it comes 
from, but I do not care to say anything about 
rival neighbors. If the Staten Island people 
want to know its source, why don’t they carry 
the matter into the courts afd have it definite- 
ly settled there? Or let them put on detectives 
to trace it toitssource. I will give any com- 
petent man a permit. to go all through our 
works, night and day, and stay in them as long 
as he pleases and find out all that he can.” 

The proposition was made to Mr. Leman that 
he should permit two experts, employees of the 
Standard Oil Company, to accompany The 
Sun’s representative through his works to see 
if they could not find a place where sludge acid 
was discharged into the Kill, or the creek run- 
ning into it, on condition that the Standard Oil 
Company would permita like critical examina- 
tiou of their works and grounds by his experts. 
This, however, Mr. Leland did not view with 
favor. He intimated that he thought the Sea 
board Company had some valuable advantages 
in certain details of the processes of refining 
that were not possessed by the Standard Oil 
Company, and he did not wish the latter to 
gain a knowledge of them, as might be done 
by experts on such a roving commission. 
The Sun's representative then undertook to 
make for himself such an investigation as he 
could with the hearty consent of Mr. Leman 
and in his company. But the undertaking 
was simply a hopeless one for a stranger in 
the works, particularly one not armed with 
the most perfect knowledge of the internal 
arrangements of an oil refinery. There was a 
bewildering maize of paths under and overa 
seemingly incomprehensible tangle of conduits 
and pipes, among tanks, reservoirs, and stills 
of an almost infinite variety of shapes and 
sizes, conneeted and reconnected above 
and below by a network of tubinges. The 
apparatus said to restore the acid was certainly 
there, and the tar certainly seemed to be burn- 
ing under a boiler at a furious rate, and a 
barge wasbeing warped up toa dock to take 
aboard restored acid, it was said. The air was 
heavy with the mingled orders of crude petro- 
levm and sludge acid. There was more stench 
in a cubic inch of it than in ten cubic yards of 
the atmosphere in the Standard Company’s 
works on the opposite side of the dock. Out 
into that dock was rushing like a mill race a 
great volume of caustic soda solution, the 
milky white color of which through into violent 
coutrast the deep brown hue of a vast body of 
oily sludge acid that lay thickly all along the 
docks, and overran the whitened water below, 
and sent up an abominable stench. Mr. Leman 
frankly admitted that that was sludge acid, but 
said that it did not come from the Seaboard 
works. The wind and tide hud caused it to set 
in there heavily from wherever it had been run 
overboard, and he would very much like to 
have ite source positively known and the nui-+ 
ance abated. There was some of the acid float- 
ing about the Standard Oi) Co.’s docks, but an 
indefiuitely smaller quantity, though the wind 
and tide had borne in their direction as well ae 
toward those of the Seaboard Company. It 
was sugxested to Mr. Leman that the sludge 
acid about his docks looked fresh, but he re- 
plied thet the age of it c»uldn’t be told from 
its looks, and that that lot of it might have 
been floating about and dodging in and out 
with the tide forsome time. When asked if it 
didn’t seem probable that if it had been dumped 
before the last preceding ebb tide it would 
have gone away with that tide, and if the pres- 
ence of suck a body of it did not indicate that 
it bad recently been dumped and kept pocket- 
ed in the docks by the ‘ncoming flood tide, he 
said: “Ob, no; it might have gone out some 
time before, and just come back.” 

Acting under the authority conferred upon 
him bya special act of the last Legislature, 
Fish Commissioner E. G. Blackford has ap- 
pointed as oyster inspector Mr. Joseph W. 
Mersereau, who began his duties on the first of 
this month. He purposes making it his busi- 
ness to find out where the sludge acid in the 
Kill von Kull and the bay comes from, and the 
Standard Oil Company has already thrown its 
works open to his critica) examination.

WINDOW GLASS. 

The demand for French window glass seems 
to be a little better than it was last week,still the 
market nas a quietappearance and no material 
improvement can be or is expected before the 
fall season. This will give a month or six week 
more of dull trade at least, and in the mean- 
time there is not much prospect of u recovery 
from the present low rates. Some importers, 
however, anticipate better prices later on, 
and for that reason are not urgiog busi- 
ness, but there is enough competition 
to encourage cutting of Prices and 
an extra 24% per cert has been knocked off in 
some instances during the past week. The 
general quotations, however, are 75 & 10 & 5@80 
per cent. The receipts of glass from the other 
side during the earlier part of the week were 
light, but toward the end the arrivals were 
quite large, and stocks on the spot appear to 
be accumulating. 

In American glass there is not much doing, 
but the previous firm tone is maintained. 
There is a good deal of talk of short stocks, and 
it has been said that sume of the manufacturers 
have intimated that they will not start 
up in the fall, the losses they have 
sustained in the past induciag them to come 
to this conclusion. Arrangements have been 
made to close the factories to-day—30th—-and 
to-morrow, for the two-months’ shut down, 
The discounts vary somewhat, but 70 and 15 for 
single and 75 for double appear to be the 
genera! quotations, 

PLATE GLASS. 

Although business is not so active as it was 
at this time last ye r, there is a very good 
trade in progress, the numerous alterations 
going on in this city and vicinity assisting in 
the keeping down of stocks. The market is 
very firm, but the anticipated advance has not 
yet occurred.

The linseed oil market has been featureless 
juring the week just closed. There has been a 
steady and good demand from consumers, but 
there has been no disposition shown to buy in 








excess of current wants. The city crushers | Teal

maintain firm views and will not sell any quan- 
tity below &9c. Western oil is hard tu sell here 
except at prices the crushers will aot entertain. 
There is not much of anything in the way of 
out-of-town brands offering here at present 
and as there is no special inquiry the quotation 
of 88c is entirely nominal. 


F Crude cottonseed oil is held firmly, but there 
is no movement to speak of,and the market 
can only be quoted nominal at 27@27}<c for 
strictly prime oil. Off grades are offering by 
sample and bids solicited. Refiners wants 
geem to be amply supplied. As to the total 
stock of crude in all hands, including all grades, 
a close estimate by a party possessing inside in- 
formation, places it at 40,000 to 45,000 bbis, and 
that ‘amount is considered sufficient to supply 
all wants until the new crop appears. The 
larger proportion of the stock is conceded to 
be off in quality and prices are expected to 
stiffen for strictly prime, which is sparingly 
offered in the primary markets. Supplies of 
all grades are; very light in New York and re- 
ceivers prefer to do business for oil to arrive 
Soap stock has a good inquiry, but actual 
business is small, Offerings are; light 
and the range of prices now quoted is 1144@1}40, 
according to quantity. The situation in the 
primary markets is unchanged. We are wired 
from New Orleans that 24c would buy prime 
crude and 2Ic off grades, but these figures fail 
to attract buyers. There is a disposition here 
to curtail business until after the national hol- 
iday and some dealers have announced a prac- 
tical withdrawal from the market until the 
middle of next week, in order to have no en- 
gagements to meet. There ig likely to be a 
cessation of business on the Produce Exchange 
during Saturday as well as Monday. Traders 
in vegetable oils were very enthusiastic in 
favor ofa relief from toil on Saturday, and 
supported the movement by voting for the 
Saturday holiday—a privilege granted each 
member, andthe prospects were in favor of 
closing on both days. 

Refined cottonseed oil has gone forward in 
value and the market closes strong at an ad- 
vance to 3244@83c for prime summer yellow. 
The first named figure is exceptional, as most 
holders are quoting 33c as bottom, but 32¢c 
will still buy. Conside:able summer yellow was 
moved during the week at prices ranging from 
32c to 83}¢c for prime, and the inquiry is still 
reported good. The advance in the market is 
legitimate and is to be attributed more to the 
enlarged demand than to the scarcity of sup- 
plies. Prime summer yellow is in limited 
supply, compared to the amount of off color, 
but there will no doubt be sufficient to go 
around. From indications, cottonseed oil isa 
good investment at present prices, and holders 
who bought on speculation are not inclined to 
release stocks under 35c for prime. All hands 
are supporting the market and treat buyers to 
bullish views. The foreign demand continues 
good but there is no movement of cargoes for 
the reason as stated last week, that holders are 
not naming a figure for such large quantities. 
Among the recent sales were 500 bbis prime at 
82c and 600 bbis at 32}¢c. The aggregate busi- 
ness amounts to 2,000 bbls. Receipts were 5,747 


bbls, which is an unusual amount 
for six days, and it will be ob- 
served that the increased arrivals had 


no effect on values, which is also an unusual 
circumstance, as free arrivals generally mean 
lower prices. Transactiors will probably be 
slack for a few days on account of the holiday 
next Monday.which is already interfering with 
trade. Summer white is quoted at 33@34c and 
yellow winter at 89@40c. The Southern mar- 
kets are unchanged, New Orleans being quoted 
to-night at 30c for prime,

The Lima Oil Field Not a Bonanza. 


A correspondent of the Derrick, in writing 
about the refining prospects of Lima, draws a 
discouraging picture of the situatior in tae 
following words: 

‘As predicted, the following o'l refining pro- 
jects which have been boomed and agitated 
recently made a little flow the day before yes- 
terday, but have again subsided. While there 
are no duubt some well meaning gentlemen 
stirring up this matter in the vain and delusive 
hope of making money legitimately, the move- 
ment does not bear the birthmark of sincerity, 
and certainly not the proper evidence of busi- 
ness-like methods. The producers of this fleld 
have been rushing around and securiug terri- 
tory and Grilling wel's and corking them up, 
against the hap;y hoped-for time when the 
product would command a respectable price, 
or at least as respectable a price as in the nature 
of things could be expected, or whatever of 
intrinsic value there will be in it after it 
is bereft of the unutterable stench upon 
which its claims to distinction are based. 
Now, a small capital is pledged, so it is said, to 
the purpose of building a small refinery and to 
this alone are producers looking for relief from 
overfi»wing tanks and paper falling due. Let 
us speculate a little upon the possible fulfill- 
ment of their hopes, The refinery projected is 
to be of 1,000 barre's capacity. The capital 
pledged will in reality erect one of half that 
capacity. But with the 1,000 barrel refinery in 
operution will the price be better? Willthe 
new refloing company pay 65 cents pir barrel 
for oilif they can get t for 40cents? Well, hard- 
ly. And if the field now yields ),0.0 bbis per day 
—and it does—will not the stimuius of anin 
creased price double or treble the production? 
Then, without any market for the oil, or the 
excess over the refining capacity, what will be 
doue with the production? Producers may as 
well face these significant facts and inaugurate 
some feasible mode of relief before it is ever- 
lastingly tvo late. Oil has been sold at 10 cents 
per barrel—yea, a thousand barrels have been 
exchanged for a 310 bill; and, one of these fiae 
days the visible supply will so far exceed the 
visibie demand that a 250 burrel tank alongside 
a flowing well will be offered for three meas- 
ures of meal. Uncil a pipe line is laid to Cleve- 
land or the Standard Oil company hds erected a 
refinery the business of oil producing in the 
field as a means of weal:h js not much more 
than a barren ideality.

Cottonseed Oil Revolationizing the 
Lard and Tallow Trades. 


The following article appeared in a recent 
issue of the New York Commercial Bul e jn, 
and with the exception of one or two inaccura- 
cies. is a correct outline of the onward march 
of cottonseed oil: — 

Cottonseed oil is rapidly superseding animal 
fats and threatening a great industry of the 
West. Already there is scarcely a family in 
the Southern States that does not keep a jug of 
cottonseed oilin the house for cooking pur- 
poses, instead o? lard, while the great soap 
manufacturers of the country are now largely 
using it in place of tallow, for both of which 
uses it is not only a cheaper, but in the opinion 
of many areally better substitute. It is an 
odorless, tasteless and absolutely pure and 
wholesome vegetable oil that is largely used in 
this country and in Europe as a substitute for 
olive oil, to which, in the opinion of many, it 
is fully equal, even for salad dressing, and 
from which it cannot be distinguished except 
by the taste of the olive. As a substitute for 
tallow and lard for soap, there igs no question 
of ita superiority and cheapness. 

The purest and best svap in use is the ancient 
Castile soap, which is made trom olive oil. As

a result, tallow has been going begging recent- 
ly at 344@3%c per ib., the lowest price ever 
known, while the other products of tallow— 
oleomargurine, “oleo,” stearine and “oleo.” oi) 
—are threatened by this comparatively new 
staple of commerce, which seems destined to 
rank among the first. Its domestic use has no! 
yet become general, because of ite newness, ip 
part, and because of the prejudice against it 
which stil! exists largely in the North. But it 
is on'y a question of time when its use will be- 
come as generalin the Northern States, where 
ite merits are not generally known, as it is now 
in the Southern States. Its exportation t 
France and Italy as a substitute for olive oi) 
had reached a point some two years ago that 
caused the latter country to put a heavy duty 
upon it in order to eave its olive industry. Yet. 
notwithstanding this tax of 35 per cent, the 
shipments to that country are very large, and 
our imported “‘olive oil” is largely raised on our 
cotton plantations. 

In this way, also, another important outlet- 
for American lard, at below 7c, has,;been c'osed, 
as it used to be exported hence to the south o! 
France and Italy as an adulterant of olive oil 
betore cottonseed oil was discovered. Strange 
as it may seem, and characteristic of the lact 
of enterprise on the part of the Southern peo- 
ple, before the war this great source of wealtb 
was not only not discovered, but it was actually 
a source of loss to the cotton planter, who war 
under the expense of hauling it away from the 
cotton gin as a worthless and bulky offal. 


Since the war, however, the disposition to de 
velop the old resources of the South and to 
discover new sources of wealth is nowbere so 
pDiainly illustrated as in this cottonseed oil in- 
dustry, the products of which now rank high 
among its articles of export to Europe and 
other countries, as well as for home consump 
tion throughout this country in the shape of 
cottonseed oll and meal. ThelJatter has become 
a staple article of animal food, rivalling ia im- 
portance flaxseed meal and oil cake. Nor does 
the substitution of cottonseed oil stop here, 
It has become such an important a“uiterant or 
component part of refined lard that the lat- 
ter is sold at a considerable reduction from the 
price of raw lard, from which the refined war 
formerly made, with the a ddition of stearine 
Lwhieh is either lard or tallow, with the oi 
pressed out( to give the refined lard more body 
to stand warm climates and weather for retail 
grocera’ uses. 

PREFERRED AS A SUBSTITUTE FOR LARD, 


To such an extent bas this refined lard sup- 
planted the real article with satisfaction, both 
to the grocerymen who sell it and to the tami- 
lies who use it, that a recent attempt of a well 
known groceryman of this city to return to the 
use of the old-fashioned pure kettle rendered 
leaf Jard was rewarded with a return of the lard 
by his customers as not fit for use, and he was 
compelled to resell it in the wholesale market. 

While pure refined lard would equally over- 
come the objection to pure raw lard for retail 
purposes,it would cost more and give but little, 
if any, better satisfacticn, even if it would 
bring the difference in their cost, because the 
cottonseed oil is perfectiy pure, tasteless and 
wholvsome, and couid be substituted wholly 
for lard for cooking purposes were it not for 


the prejudice still existing against it in the. 


North. Lard is a wasteful aud inconvenient 
article to handle or use, as well for the grocery- 
man as the cook. Hencethe preference of both 
for refined lard that his enough stearine in it 
to “stand up alone,” whereas raw or pure leaf 
lard will meit and waste in warm rooms or 
weather, and absolutely “run through” the 
brown paper or wooden plates on which it is 
reteiled to the poorer classes in half-pound 
and pound packages. 

Of course cottonseed oil has less consistency 
than lard, and to overcome this oleomargarine 
or taliow stearine is used in ‘arger part, and 
lard stearine in smaller proportion, to make 
this new styled refined lard sufficiently firm. 
Formerly refined lard was composed one-third 
of lard stearine and two-thirds raw lard, and 
was absolutely pure. The originai refluers,who 
also manufactured for the export trade, and 
whose brands were dealt in as the specnlative 
or contract grade on the conticent of Europe, 
still maintain their standards for those traces 
to which they are sold on their brands and 
standards of purity: But such brands command 
about 4c per Ib still over the price of our con- 
tract or raw lard. ‘These refiners still hold a 
good part of the Contiaental trade and the 
South American. But the cottonseed oil re- 
flaers are making rapid inroads upon tbat 
trade even, as they have nearly taken away the 
home and West Indian trade, which is now 
mostly done by Chicago instead of New York, 
which formerly monopolized this refined lard 
business. 


TBE COMPONENT PARTS OF “REFINED LARD.” 

The proportions in which raw lard, cotton- 
seed oil and “‘oleo”’ stearine are used to make 
this new compound called “refined lard,” are 
about one-third -cottonseed oil, one-third 
“oleo” or stearine, and one-third lard, costing

5%c per lb. This can be sold at a good profit at 
44 @Ke per |b wholesale under the price of pur 
refined, which the grocer ean sell for little if 
any more, as his customers cannot distinguish 
the difference, while his profits are 4@}4c per 
ib greater. 

Thus,it will easily be understood why the old- 
time trade in Jurd is no more and never will be, 
and why most of the manufacturers of animal 
fats have been compelled already to adapt their 

‘usiness to this revolution in the tallow trade, 
which is now overtakiog the lard trade also, 
and will soon force those who have not already 
adapted their business to the Inevitable to do 
40 or retire from the field, excepting for the 
speculative standard. 


It is one of those revolutions in trade which 
c>me from natural causes, and one might as 
weil attempt to dam up Niagura as to oppose it, 
saida leading packer. The outcry of those 
who are trying to throw up this dam of public 
prejudice against cotton seed oil and its pro- 
ducts, by stigmatizing them as adulterations, is 
only fighting the inevitable. It may delay the 
general introduction of cotton seed oil for do- 
mestic cooking purposes, but it cannot stop it. 
One has been to “eat the pudding to prove it.’ 
When this prejudice is removed, however, and 
it is sold on its name and merits, pure and sim- 
ple, lard will be still further displaced as an 
article of food, and may still go toa price that 
it will some day be used as an adulterant of this 
much-abused competitor, and be sold under 
the now pruscribed name of cotton seed oil. 
Beef fat, or tallow, which was once a respectae 
bie staple of commerce, has been driven out of 
its ancient and honorable position by this new 
substitute, and its product, the poor, despised 
~oleomargarine,” is now compel.ed to apolo- 
gize for its existence and skulk under the name 
of butter or refined lard, in order to find a mar 
ket. Mankind have ceased to burn it since 
petroleum superseded it for ligtt; they have 
refused to use it, as oleomargarine, for cook- 
ing, in place of itself in the old fashioned shape 
of suet, and now they refuseeven to wash with 
it in the shape of soap, except as mixed with 
cotton seed oti.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, June 29, 1886. 
An oil region exchange, which has made a 
specialty of the subject, estimates that the 
daily production of the Pennsylvania and New 
York fields during May was 68,198 bbls. These 
are the figures:

This is an increase of 5,171 bbls in the daily 
average production of May as compared with 
April, exclusive of Macksburg and Lima and 
Findlay. The two last-named pools produce 
about 1,500 bbis of offensive and cheap forty- 
cent oil daily. The Macksburg production for 
April was 2,401 bbls, and for May 2,104 bbls. 
With Macksburg the total daily average for 
April was 65,428 bbls, and for May 70,302 bbls. 
The total daily average for January was but 
59.000 bbls. Low prices cannot head off the 
drill any too soon, and low prices may be nec- 
essary for the reduction of the surplus stocks. 
Though the market may temporarily move ac- 
cording to the dictates of a speculative clique, 
ora gusher pool, the production and opera- 
tions reports are the only true index to the 
situation. Yet they have little or no influence 
on speculative values. 

After holding out as long as possible the Wash- 
ington producer has concluded to try the 
merits of nitro-glycerine. Hitherto the tor- 
pedo people have not been in much demand in 
Washington. The wells were agitated, but the 
sand formation was not desecrated or broken 
up by the effectivetorpedo. It was feared that 
the loose sand would cave in after the shot and 
sp ilthe well. After agitation had ceased to 
have any effect, the torpedo man was calle‘ in. 
He came with alacrity. He performed his work 
skilfully and quickly. The well responded 
nobly and for a few brief hours the production 
was largely increased. But the after effects 
came later. The well fell away and two days 
after shooting, its average was generally lower 
than ever. Owners of Washington producers 
only shoot their wells as a last resource. The 
production continues to decline, and it looks 
as if the field had already seen its best days. 

Kane is on the down hill grade. The produc- 
tion during twenty-five June days is given at 
141,992 bbls, a daily average of 5,000 bbls. The 
field is developed on all sides. 

An extedsion has been discovered to the old 
Thorn Creek field, and from present indications 
the output, which is about 1,500 bbis a day, will 
soon be doubled, 

At Shoustown, Captain Grace and the Ra- 
coon Oil Co. have struck good wells during the 
week, Taylor & Torrey, who discovered Tar- 
kill, and who own the cream of the territory’ 
have opened another big well. It started off at 
600 bbis a day. 

During May 146,101 bbis of oil were added to 
the stecks. This the first increase in this direc- 
tion recorded since May, 1884. 


In all that time stocks were decreased to the 
extent of nearly 6,000 bbis. It is not expected 
that Washington will hold out long enough to 
add much to the stocks above ground. 


Washington occupies all the attention of the 
speculator, No other fields are thought of. 
News from Washington moulds the market. 
From the gossip indulged in, the uninitiated 
would be prompt in supposing that the bears 
desired nothing more than Washington at ite 
best and that bulis or holders of oi! feared noth- 
ing outside of the district for decades to come. 
In short, that a barrier to pointing the drill 
“outaide of defined limits,” more formidable 
than the lines drawn around Bradford by the 
lamented geologists had been secured. The 
district may or may not be fully defined, and 
on this matter the future alone can throw the 
much-needed light. In the meantime the long- 
drawn-out stories afloat of “waxy” wells, 
drainages, etc., might be weighed with profit be- 
fore be:ug taken even as bull-ring gospel. 

To divine the purpose of the scouts is just 
now of vastly more importance than defining 
the field. There are now a host of wells within 
easy reach of the oil sands, with chanoes fair 
for the Cameron No. 2 coming in a factor early 
in the week. The Shoustown district came up 
smiling, 80 to speak,a few days ago with the 
Stevenson well beating all previous records, 
and making good several hundred acres of ter- 

itory previously considered doubtful, 

Some good tidings were also heard from Tar- 
kill, while Millerstown and Kane lost no 
ground to speak of. The Lima, Ohio, field is 
demanding the attention of the western trade, 
The present developments show more square 
miles of alleged good territory than there are 
acres in some of the more important fields of 
Pennsylvania, and it now only remains for the 
fine hand of the skilled refiner to make the 
product of the field marketable. 

Even old timers are puzzled at the persistence 
of producers in swinging the drill at the low 
prices prevailing. Formerly a two months’ 
reign of prices below the 70-cent marx affected 
operations materially, but this time operations 
do not scem to give way to low prices. Instead 
of one good field there have been three and four 
good pools since last fall and the drill is going 
at an alarming rate now. Contrary toexpecta- 
tion at the first of this month, the operations 
report, due on the first of July, is not expected 
to show wWucb.if apy decrease in the active list. 
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Of tke Tarkill pool, which is attracting more 
than iteshare of attention, the Derrick says: 
At this writing there are 30 wells drilling and 
preparing to drill. The productiun to-day ia 
not far e'ther way from 2000 barrels a day. 
Within the next eight days there will be some 
10 or 12 wells finished, all inside and lable to 
produce from 19 to 500 barrels a day each. 
During the first week in July Tarkill produc- 
tion will probably reach its height and the limit 
is variously placed by various authorities at 
4000 to 5000 barrels. This enormous production 
falling as it does like a thunderbolt out ofa 
clear sky is sorely taxing the capacities of the 
lines, whose people had made no extraordinary 
preparations to receive it. Tarkill was preyi- 
ously rated with Red Valley and Egypt, and 
Cogley and Gas City, but strange to say, quick 
as these districts built up a production, the best 
of them never multiplied grease with the fa- 
cility of this district. 


The average price of the week has been 69 
cents. The close to-night was the lowest of the 
week. The prospects are that the market will 
linger in the sixties for some time to come, 
One week agu yesterday the 148 wells in theKane 
field gauged 4.889 bbls. Yesterday the output 
was 4,871 bbls. During the past ten days eight 
wells have been shot. This accounts for the 
evenness of the production.

Mail advices from Europe are to the effect 
that the construction of tank vessels fcr the 
transportation of petroleum in bulk is progres- 
sing rapidly. Several freight steamers are being 
altered to suit the demands of the trade. At An- 
twerp. Bremen, Hamburg and other Continental 
porte, it is reported that plans bave been per- 
fected for receiving oil in bulk. It is proposed 
to distribute the oil in the interior in the same 
shape, thus avoiding entirely the use of pack- 
ages. The KEPORTER has already alluded to 
the fact that tanks bave been erected in Lon- 
don for the receipt of ollin bu'k,. An English 
company has also been formed to transport 
petroleum in bulk cars and bulk wagons 
throughout the United Kingdom. A bulk 
steamer with 18,000 bbis of refined has cleared 
from Batoum for England. It is freely given 
out that negotiations are new pending for 
concert of action between American and Rus- 
sian interests, both as to distribution and 
prices. 

Freights are higher and good bottoms are in 
fair demand. 

Cases which were reduced yesterday have 
been only in moderate request. The sales of 
the week were about 2.0,000 cases. The close 
to-night was 8%@9740 as to brand. Two car- 
goes of crude in barrels have been sold during 
the week for French account. Crude in cases 
bas been fairly inquired for. Quotations are 6c

The New Yerk Petroleum Exchange 
and the Telegraph Companies. 


The suit of Charles G. Wilson, President of 
the New York Petroleum and Stock Exchange, 
fora permanent injunction against the Guld 
and Stock Telegraph Co. and the Western 
Union Telegraph Co., is still pending in the Su- 
preme Court of Kings Co. 

Early in 188% a lease was executed by the 
Western Union Company of a space for tele- 
graph offices “upon the floor’ of the New 
York Mining Stock end National Petroleum 
Exchange, which lease is in evidence. By the 
terms of that lease the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company,in return for such offices, 
agreed to furnish to the Exchange two gold 
and stock quotatien instruments and the quo- 
tations of the New York Stuck Excbange 
thereon as usually furnished, and $600 in casb 
per annum. 

Belng made apprehensive through threats of 
officers of the Western Union Co.,and profiting 
by the experience of the lower Petroleum Ex- 
change, whose quotations were discontinued as 
soon as its members began dealing in the stocks 
listed on the New York Stock Exchange, the 
New York Mining Stock and National Petrole- 
um Exchange obtained an injunction restrain- 
ing the Western Union from removing the 
quotation instruments, or discontinuing quo- 
tations upon them. The lease is in full force 
and effect, the threats of remova! and the re- 
sultant damages have both been shown, and 
plaintiff claims to be entitled on this ground to 
an ipjunction restraining defendants trom 
violating the provisions contained in the lease 
and continued by its renewal. 


‘asuccibeieeaaialalie 
Russian vs American Petroleum. 


The Br.tish Trade Journal says the prospects 
of Russian petroleum in competition with Amer- 
ican in Europe and Asia Minor are very bright. 
Uptotwo and one-half years ago American 
oil only was known in Egypt. At that time a 
Russian oil company (Valasch-Kowski) estab- 
lished an agency at Alexandria, and since then 
Russian petroleum has been gradually gaining 
ground. At first it met with opposition on 
account of its faulty packing. The American 
article was received in cases containing two 
tin boxes, each with a capacity of five gallons. 
The Russian company adopted the American 
plan, and the upposition to Russian petroleum 
subsided. The latter, moreover, bad the ad- 
vantage of cheap freights. and “has now be- 
come so popular that in 1685 fully 75 per cent. 
of the petroleum consumed in Egypt was of 
Russian origin. On the subject of Russian oil 
practically supplanting American in Europe, 
the journal named says: “There appears to be 
little doubt that American petroleum will be 
entirely supplanted by the Russian product,not 
in Egypt and the Orient only, but throughout 
tne whole of Europe. Already ‘tank-ships’ 
specially fitted for the conveyance of petrole- 
um in bulk are running from the Black Sea to 
Italian and Belgian ports: and, unless a war 
should interfere, this development of Russian 
trade promises to continue, Nothing seems to 
be neglected to assist the movement, among 
the latest projects being one by the Imperial 
Russian Technical Society, which is making 
preparations for a petroleum exhibition to be 
held at St. Petersburg.” Makers of lamps to 
burn the neavy and eafe oils used in the East 
are therefore advised to rend them for exhiti- 
tion.

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A Gaseous Paradise. 


A correspondent of the Philadelphia News 
who paid a visit to Pittsburg last week to 
write up the progress of natural gas, spreads 
out his views in the following entertaining 
style: 

I have gazed into the mouth of hell and have 
been scorched by the flaming breath of its 
demon. At Jeast that was the impression made 
upon me when a natural gas well was lighted a 
few days ago for the benefit of myself anda 
few companions. I have just returned from 
atrip to Pittsburg and the wonderful region 
that eurrounds it, and I am stiil in a state of 
amaz-ment. I cannot find words to depict 
properly the wonders I have witnessed. If 
you have not been to Pittsbure, as I had not 
been, for several years, you cannot imagine the 
magica! transformation that that town has un- 
dergone. It is as though some fairy wand had 
touched a rough diamond and made itsuddenly 
as resplendent as if it had passed through the 
haods of the lapidary. 

After going into ecstecies overthe sights 
witnessed 10 the Canonsburg gas fleld, he con- 
tinues: 

The introduction of natural gas into Pitte- 
burg mesns that the housewile is no longer a 
slave. It means that the domestic is no longer 
aserf. It means not getting up in the morn- 
ing to build fires that will not burn. It means 
absence of coal bills and absence of cool. It 
means no necessity of dragging coal from cel- 
lar to kitchen and cinders from kitcheao to cel- 
lar. It means absence of dust and dirt. It 
means that the kitchen shall no longer be a 
place of torture, and that the housewife 
from the domination of all the ills that a range 
isheir to. Let me tell the whole story by one 
simple example. While driving through a 
Pittsburg suburb I stopped at a roadside inn 
six miles from the city. It never entered my 
head that a recent innovation had progressed 
that far. In a roomy, old timed tap-room with 
sanded floor wasa very large siove that evi- 
dently gave a resting piace for many feet on 
winter days and nights. AsI was about leav- 
ing I noticed that a small pipe led into its cen- 
ter, which differed in no other respect from 
those of its kind. I inquired of the good mis- 
tress of the place for what the piping was in- 
tended, and with asurprised look she answered, 
*Wky natural gas, of course.” 

Then she shuwed me how it was used, The 
stove, instead of being filled with coal, con- 
tained a quantity of old brogen firebrick. Upon 
this she placed a piece of burming paper. and 
then turned a valve in the piping. Ilastantly 
flames surrounded the clay fragments, and in 
an incredibly short space of time they were red 
hot and emitting a fierce glow throughout the 
room. ‘But this is only a smal! portion of the 
use we put it to,” said the smiling housewife. 
Reaching over her he:d she turned the keys of 
a@ gas burner and appliedalighted match. A 
soft. brilliant light shone forth. “That is not 
also natural gate?” I asked in surprise. “Y+s,” 
ehe said, laughing pleasantly; “but come and 
I will show you that which is greater than all 
to me” and she led the way to the kitchen. 
There she had a large range also filled witb 
brick, and into this the pipes led. Sbe turned 
* the gas and lighted it, and in a few minutes 
pue had as tierce a fire burning as could have 
been obtained with coal only after the expen- 


diture of an hour’s time and trouble. Now get 
all that into your noddle, That woman from 
the same service pipe was doing her cooking 
and was heating ana lighting her house. 


Boston Oil Dealers and their Prices. 


At the last meeting of the Oil Trade Associa- 
tion, a combination that includes every oil 
dealer in this city,a vote was passed that no 
quotations on oil should be given to any news - 
paper reporter by any dealer under ady pre- 
tence, the authority on the matter being the 
secretary of the club’s c»mmittee on market 
quotations, a post fortnnately filled at the pre- 
sent time by a gentleman whose good faith and 
fidelity is absolutely unque-tioned. By this ex- 
traordinary boycott, the members of this asso- 
ciation hope to prevent their customers from 
attempting to purchase small parcels of oil at 
the price of cargo lots. This attempt we do 
not believe will be successful, and we do be- 
lieve it will work a lasting injury to Boston as 
an oil market. The unprofitable cutting of 
prices that has been so freely practiced in the 
oil trade, isthe fault not of the market re- 
ports, but of the dealers themselves. News- 
papers do not create a market, they merely re- 
flect it, ann the attempt to improve the market 
by suppre-sing the trade report is as foolish as 
an attempt to suppress Socialism by burning 
all printed reports of the Chicago riots. The 
experience of twenty-seven years of commer- 
cial journalism is worth romething, and if that 
of the Bul etin be a type of ite fellows, the les- 
son that it teaches is that complete and care- 
fully prepared market reports are an advant- 
age,not only to the journal tbat publishes 
:hem, but to the city where they are publisbed. 
They attract.as no other method can, the at- 
tention of buyers and sellers to the size and ad- 
vantages of the market in question. These 
spasmodic attempts to stem the current of pro 
gress, occur from time to time, and in the case 
of dry goods, tess and chemicals, have driven 
the business from Roston.

A 
large bow! of this teautiful ware may be ob- 
tained in a retail store in Pittsburg for 2 cents,

at which price the retail dealer realizes a profit 
of 8 or 9 cents. This single illustration goes 
farther than anything else would toward dem- 
onstratiog what natural gas has done for Pitts- 
burg glass works. 

“Oil experts, who appear to know more than 
than theoreticai scientists about these matters, 
and who locate natural gas wells with an un- 
erring accuracy not less wonderful than the 
scent of the bloodhound for its prey, tell me 
that the life of any one region cannot be termi. 
nated in less than 20 years, and that before that 
time has expired new fields will have been dis 
covered, as in the case of the petroleum wells.

Naphtha Gas Prohibited. 


A Middletown. N. Y. dispatch says: At the 
June term of the Orange County Circuit Court 
heid at Goshen last week, Judge Cullen presid- 
ing, a decision was reached in the case of Mar- 
raret Bohen against the Port Jervis Gaslight 
Company that is likely to be attended with 
farreaching consequences. The plaintiff. 
whose residence adjoins the company’s works, 
brought suit to recover damages for alleged 
injuries to health and comfort and deprecia- 
tion io the value of real estate, caused by the 
noxious fumes exhaled in the process of manu- 
facturing gas from naphtha or petroleum, 
which gas, it is claimed, is combined with that 
from coal for producing a cheaper product for 
illuminating purposes. On the testimony pre- 
sented and under the instructions of the court 
the jury gave the plaintiff a verdict for $340 
damages. Whereupon. on motivn of plaintiff's 
attorney, the court granted an injunction res- 
training the company from continuing the 
manufacture of naphtha gas. As this gas is 
extensively used in its primitive form, or in 
combination with coal gas,in lighting towns 
and villages and factories, and private resi- 
dences throughout the country. a judicial de- 
cision, the effect of which will be in many 
cases to prohibit or striously interfere with its

A Few Facts in the History of Solid 
Caustic Soda, 
BY P. HART. 


In Dr. G. Lunge’s book, ** Sulphuric Acid and 
Alkali,” vol. i, p 592, he says: “It is just pos- 
sible that solid caustic soda was made some- 
where between 1845 and 1851, but the fact that 
nota single English patent about it was taken 
out during that time tells against that assump- 
tion.” Tne statement may be historically in- 
teresting that to my personal knowledge solid 
caustic soda was made, under the direction of 
the late Dr. Young, of paraffin oil celebrity, at 
the Manchester Ardwick Bridge Chemical 
Works, previous to 1852. Dr.,then Mr. Young, 
left the service of Messrs. Tennants & Co. about 
August in that year,and during the previous 
twelve or eighteen months was busy complet- 
ing his company’s works at Bathgate and pro- 
ducing oilathere. As is well known, at one 
stage of the manufucture of paraffin oils, they 
are, or were, treated with sulphuric acid, with 
an after treatment of caustic soda. Now, 
whether Mr. Young found this latter article 
difficult to obtain in his new neighborhood, or 
from secretive reasons, or disliking the trouble 
of erecting plant for the causticising soda 
ash, I do not know, but the fact remaina 
that during the period named some tons 
of solid caustic soda were made by 
boiling down the ordinary commercial 
liquid caustic soda of 70 deg. Tw. As Mr. 
Young was the only customer, comparatively 
small quantities were made, and its manufac- 
ture did not last long. A cast-iron pot, 6 feet 
diameter and 3 feet deep, was employed. As 
the water evaporated, the solution caustic was 
dribbied in until a sample taken out would set. 
At this stage the fire was withdrawn, and the 
pot baJed out on to long iron trays: As it set 
it was broken up with chisel-ended bars into 
small pieces, and finally packed into American 
potash barrels. But another fact lies behind 
this, During a portion of the period when this 
was going on, the late Mr. William Gossage was 
experimenting at Ardwick Bridge with his 
patent method for concentrating sulphuric 
acid (Lunge, vol. 1. p. 556—7), and as no secret 
was made of this solid caustic soda, it being 
only made for Mr. Young’s convenience, and 
probably seemed to have no commercial worth. 
I think it likely, indeed, that Mr. Gossage, hav- 
ing ample opportunity, saw this process being 
carried on, and seeing in ita commercial future 
which Mr. Young and his employers failed to 
see, very legitimately turned his attention to 
the matter, and, combining the information so 
obtained with Brown’s previous patent (Lunge, 
vol. il. p. 592), succeeded in working out his 
method of producing solid caustic soda from 
what may be termed soda ash mother-liquor- 


At all events, the fact of his obtaining a patent 
for this so immediately afterwards as May, 1853 
I think adds great weight to my inference.— 
Jonr. Soc. Chem. Ind.

Snow-White Toilet Soaps by the Cold 
Method. 


The whiter and more transparent a toilet 
soap is the readier it sells. For this reason the 
best ard nicest raw (crude) materials are used 
to make this kind ofsoap. In the first place 
all attention must be given to the cocoa oil. 
The best white cocoa oil, from Cochin China, 
is preferred to all otaers on account of its daz- 
ziing whiteness, and yet, as experience has 
taught, a more intensely white as wellas clean 
article is not always obtained by using cocoa 
oil, The lye used in preparing toilet soap 
should be as clear as water, andin making the 
lye only clear or, if possible, distilled water, as 
well as the best grude of caustic soda, should 
be used. The Skull Brand soda,74-76 per cent., 
has the preference Asthe cocoa oil—the Co- 
chin cocoa oll not excepted—as well as all otber 
neutral greases, draw oxygen from the air,they 
getrancid and transform themselves into a 
greasy acid. This chemical process has one ad- 
vantage, as the greases are worked up easier 
and quicker than thoee which contain no 
acids, but the soap has a durker appearance, 

This delinquency can be remedied by pre- 
paring the cocoa oil before using it. There are 
two ways of preparing it, namely, by washing 
itout with strong lye,or by boiling it with 
weak lye; the former way is the best. For thia 
purpose the cocoa oil is put into a clean iron 
kettie and heated by steam, or if steam is not 
to be had, by placing it in a cauldron over the 
fire at 50 deg. R. and adding slowly to every 100 
lbs 3G4 lbs 30 deg.caustic natron lye,but should 
it be very old add 5@6 lbs caustic natron lye; 
cover well and warm,and let itstand £@6 hours. 
Should the oil not appear to be clear, add 144@2 
lbs 20 deg. salt water heated at 50@60 deg. K., 
whereupon the oi! will surely clear itself. The 
cocoa vil prepared by above method is trang- 
parent and the acids are mixed with the lye 
and will settle. The other means cf preparing 
the cocoa oil is to take one-half its weight of 
8 deg. lye, let it boil one hour, and clear it with 
5 lbs salt to every 100 ibs of oil, 

The making of the soap itself is very simple, 

and as follows: 
100 lbs of cocoa oil, prepared by above 


method, to be warmed and then mixed with 50 
ibs 39 deg. caustic soda, made uf 74@76 per cent 
>Kull Bran d Caustic soda; at 28 dey.k.the lye is 
stirred into it, and when toe mixing bas ta en 
place add © log carbonate potasn of 39 deg. Be.; 
perfume the soap with 300 grammes pepper- 
m nt oil and leave it to boil, When the soap 
has become liquid put it into the moulds and 
cover it lightiy,—Set, enscider Zeitung.

Although as usual at the end of the month 
buyers are inclined to withhold their orders 
until] accounts are straightened out, there has 
been a very fair trade in the general linc of 
drugs since our last. The auction sale which

& great deal of attention, took place on 1 hurs- 
day last. The recult of the sale is given in full 
in another column. The prices realized were 
on the whole very good, and in some instances 
exceeded the general market rates. There 
have been comparatively few changes in 
the market during the week, and these 
as a rule are not of special inter- 
est. Shellac has again taken an upward 
turn and much confidence is expressed by 
dealers here in the future of this market. The 
quinine market romaios steady. The bark sale 
went off at about previous rates, but the mar- 
ket at the close was reported to be weak. There 
is nothing of special interest in the position of 
opium.

Powdered opium is scarce and 
held firm at $i@4 05 as to quantity and holder. 
Late mail advices from India say: ‘The results 
of the third opium sale of the current financial 
year held at Calcutta a few days ago are very 
discouraging. The average price realized was 
only 1,163 rupecs per chest, which is 32 rupees 
less than the estimate in the Budget, Since 
the sale, prices have been further reduced 
about 2 rupees per chest; and it is stated that 
they are likely to continue to fall. The causes 
of this are alleged to be the increased con- 
sumption of home grown opium in China, and 
the belief that the Indian Government intends 
to sell a large quantity next year.” 

At present there is no change in values as re- 
gards morphine, although one is expected by 
the trade, to be made on the first, by the lead- 
ing manufacturer. Scotch is dull and weak, 
at $1 85 for bu}k and $2 10 for eighths,

There is no visible change ia the position of 
tbe market for quinine since Our last review, 
with values comparatively unchanged. In a 
specu'ative way there are several large orders 
in the market at 50c, but holders are not dis- 
posed to release their stocks at this figures, and 
are generaliy holding for 52c, but intimatiog 
that 5lc would be entertained. The jobbing 
rade has been very good, which is not usual 
at this period of the year. From outside holders 
these orders are filled at 50c fur prime brands 
other than B. & 8., which is held very steady 
by the agent at 55c.After the results of the bark 
sale in London to-day was known the market 
became somewhat easier. The sale consisted of 
19580 bales Ceylon offered, of which 1£00 
found buyers at 33d to 4d, the mar- 
ket closing weak. Messre. J. A. Rucker & 
Bencraft, of London, in a late circular say: 
“The large piles of root from Ceylon speak 
plainly. One pile was sold the other day which 
represented the uprooting and clearing of 
about 50,000 trees, and this case is by no means 
an exception. We ourselves have sold in the 
last month or so more root bark than we have 
previously totalled for years. All this is to be 
attributed more to the anxiety of planters to 
clear and grow tea than to the low price of 
bark.” The following is from a circular of a 
well known firm in answer to the many inqui- 
ries which they receive In relation to the sta- 
tistical position of barks and quinine, 
**In 1886, as in several previous seasons, the un- 
usually heavy shipments of cinchona bark from 
Ceylon have depressed the price of quinine, 
Up to June 19 the shipments from Colombo 
since October 1, 1885, amounted to 11,750,000 Ibe, 
or as much as during the entire business year 
ending October 1, 1855. Shipments from that 
point continue to be heavy, and there are still 
three and one-half months to the close of the 
bark year. Not only are we confronted ty 
three and one-half months’ shipment; in ex 
cess of last year, but the stock of East [od al 
bark in London is heavier than ever before, 
and we are in America entering upon the period 
of the minimum demand for quinine. A pro- 


spective decline in cinchona bark is a!ways an- 
ticipated in the price of quinine, the price of 
that article to-day being somewhat lower than 
the quotations for bark oan yet justify. Thig 
condition is due to the unusually sharp compe- 
tition Of manufacturers, and it is not likely to

To Transport Natural Gas Long 
Distances. 


Col. Thomas P. Roberts, of Pittsburgh, has 
obtained a patent for a process of transporting 
natural gas long distances, which, he is coafi- 
dent, overcomes all the difficulties resulting 
from friction and consequent loss of pressure: 
He proposes, instead of forcing the gas, to draw 
itat low pressure through !arge conduits by 
means of exhaust fans at distances varying 
from {0 to 40 miles, according to the character 
of the ground to be traversed. These fans, 
which would be boxed into the conduit, would 
be about 16 feet in dixsmeter,and would be 
dfiven by engines of about 20 horse power. 
They would only revolve at the rate of from 

10 59 times a minute, a slow rate as compared 
with the 2000 revolutions per minute made by 
blest engine fans. The pipes would be made of 
sheet iron, about five feet in diameter, The 
patent provides for an alternative method. 
This is to lay a second pipe under the other one 
when ascending a hill. This pipe is to be per- 
forated with burners, the heat from which will 
rarify the gas. At the top of the nill a tank of 
water will be placed, from which a pipe would 
be laid over the ‘gas pipe on the descent of the 
hill. This pipe also wiil be perforated to dis- 
charge a spray over the gas pipe, thus causing 
a condensation of the gas, This system will 
cause the main to act as a syphon,and will 
maintain an even flow over the hill. The main 
feature of this process is that the gas is allowed 
to flow at about or a little below nominal pres- 
sure, and that thus the friction of the gas is re- 
duced to almost nothing. The velocity of the 
gas would, under this system, Volonel Roberts 
estimates, be not quite ten miles an hour, and 
the force required would be a small fraction of 
an ounce per square inch. The only leakage 
to be provided for would bethe air trying to 
get into the pipe, and paint. Colonel Roberts 
gays, would be ample to prevent this. The es- 
timated cost of this method of transportation, 
including pipes, fans, right of way, etc., would 
be about $3, and it would supply 3,(00,000 cubic 
feet of gas per hour. 

Colonel! Roberts said: “It is asserted by some 
that in drawing or exbausting the gas we are 
merely bringing into play the atmospheric 
pressure at the other end. and that therefore in 
reality this is a pressure system afterall. Rut 
I am relying on the expansive power of the 
gas, and assert that no matter what the length 
of the pipe may be, the gas may flow out (when 
below normal pressure) toward the exhausting 
station. One chief advantage of this system is 
the fact that a large low-pressure conduit 
would enable the gas from the weakest wells to 
be utilized. At present only the strongest 
wells are in use, and it is es.imated that 70,000,- 
000 cubic feet of gas,worth $4,000, coming from 
weak wells in Butler county, is wasted. It has 
another importantant advantage in the avoid- 
ance of bursting, leakage, etc. If distant cities 
want natural gas from Western Pennsylvania, 
they must either resort to the low pressure 
system or go without.

Adulterations in Dyestuffs. 


Mr. T. Fairley, of England, says: Some time 
ago I received a sample of archill paste (a pre- 
paration of cudbear), which was suspected of 
being sophisticated with an aniline color, such 
as magenta. I endeavored to make a separa- 
tion of the coloring matters, making use of the 
insolubility of the aniline color in strong aque- 
ous ammonia. By taking asmall quantity of 
the paste and treating it with successive por- 
tions of ammonia, all the natural color of the 
dyestuff may be removed. On aiterwards add- 
ing alcohol, the aniline color appears in its own 
proper color. Sometimes dyewvods, such as 
logwood, have been faced with magenta,though 
I have not met with this lately. The above 


method would be applicable also ia that case.

Conversion of Morphine Into Co- 
deine, 


The fact thata patent bas now been taken 
out by Mr. Dott, for the artificial production 
of codeine, would appear to indicate that a 
practical result has been arrived at from recent 
investigation, says the Phar. Jour.and Trans., 
of London. His patent relates to the particu- 
lar process by which the conversion of mor- 
phine into codeine is to be effected. It con- 
sists in dissolving morphine in caustic soda so- 
lution, adding methylated spirit,‘and passing 
through the liquid gaseous methyl chluride 
preferably under pressure and at a tempera- 
ture of about 80 deg.C. After the operation 
has been continued for two hours or longer, as 
may be requisite, the spirit is distilled off and 
and the residue diluted with water and filtered. 
The precipitate collected on the filter is then 
washed with hot water, the filtered solution 
shaken with chloroform to dissolve the code- 
ine, which is then crystallized by evaporatine

obtainable from a given quantity of morphine 
is not stated, but as it appedrs from the speci- 
fication of the patent that bye-products are 
formed, it will be less than the theoretical 
equivalent. Stillthe essential reaction is stated 
to be that by which codeine is produced, and 
considering the great difference in price there 
is at the present time between codeine and 
morphine, the process appears to be one of

The Value of Basie Cinder for Fer- 
tilizing Purposes, 

Among the results of the Thomas-Gilchrist 
process, nor the least important is, that a very 
large quantity of phosphoric acid, formerly 
neglected, is made available as plant food. The 
cinder or slag actually used contained 14.32 per 
eent of phosphoric acid, although the North- 
eastern Steel Company is now producing a cin- 
der containing from 16 to 19 per cent of phos- 
phoric acid. 

The cinder, finely ground, was tried against 
ordinary superphoephate, containing from 26 
to 28 per cent. soluble phosphat-, against a rich 
Curacoa superphosphate containing from 44 to 
45 per cent, soluble phosphate,and ground 
Cambridge coprolites containing 55 per cent. 
tricalcic phosphate. The experiments were 
made at Dowxtown, on a ligh, thin, chalky 
soil, and at Ferryhill, Durham, ona stiff deep 
clay that was almost destitute of lime. 

The result showed that the raw, ground basic 
cinder has a very considerable manurial value, 
and that it pushes on the young turnip and 
Swede plants beyond the reach of their enemy, 
the “fly.”” An average dressing o8 half a ton of 
cinder per acre more than doubled the crop 
at Dewnton, as compared with the adjacent un- 
manured plots, and more than quadrupled it at 
Ferryhill. 

It is remarkable that ground cinder contain- 
ing 14 3 per cent. of phosphoric acid gave better 
res ilts then an cqual weight of ground copro- 
lites containing 25 per cent. of phosphoric acid. 
Hence the authors draw the very natural con- 
clusion that the phosphate in the cinder is in a 
more assimilable condition than that in copro- 
lites. 

The phosphoric acid in cinder is, however, 
not so easily assimilated as that in soluble phos- 
phates, the difference being less in rhis respect 
on the clay than on the chalk. 

Various mixtures of raw cinder and super- 
phosphate have been tried and patented. The 
cinder is specially recommended as a “drier” 
for superphosphates, and as a precipitating 
agent for the phosphoric acid of superphos- 
phate. 

A kind of superphosphate, “ferrous super- 
phosphate,’ made from basic cinder and pat- 
ented, has also been tried. 

On the clay soil, the authors consider that the 
best dressing is 4cwt. raw ground cinder per 
acre, while at Downton, the best proportions 
range from 10 to 20 cwts. per acre. 

This pamphlet, the Chemical News says, must 
be regarded as a valuable contribution to agri- 
cultural chemistry.

TUESDAY EVENING, June 29, 1886. 

The chemical market as is usual at this period 
ot the year when so many of the dealers are en- 
gaged in the usual semi-annual stock takng, 
very little business is reported. There has, 
however, been more disposition shown on the 
part of many of the glass manufacturers to 
purchase their next season’s stock, but in many 
cases their views as regards prices do not coin- 
cide with holders, hence few transactions are 
reported. Stocks of all grades of the heavy 
chemicals are very light, consequently few of 
tho arrivals which vome to hand find their way 
into store. Very little business of any import- 
ance may be looked for during the next two 
months, which are generally looked upon as 
vacation months. There have been large ar- 
rivals of nitrate of soda, the bulk, however. 
being under contract for consumption. The 
other light chemicals are all steady and few 
changes are noted below. Messrs. G. & L. 
Pilkington in speaking of the Liverpool 
market under date of June 18 say: 
“Since last addressing you on the 11th inst, 
business in the home trade has been interfered 
with by the Whitsuntide holidays, but America 
has shown more inclination to operate, and al- 
though prices are without improvement, the 
chemical market generally is steadier than of 
late. Many of the works at Widnes and St. 
Helens have been either wholly or partially 
stopped during the week, and the position as 
regards stocks which were already light has 
been further strengthened. Bleaching powder 
is in improved request for America, and several 
hundred tons have changed hands at £5 153 per 
ton, f o b Liverpool for prompt, while £6 5s has 
been paid for a special brand, for delivery over 
the next four months. In softwood prices 
have been weak, affected no doubt by the stop- 
page of consumers’ works for Whitsuntide, and 
business is reported at £5 lis 3d@5 126 6d, on 
the rails. Caustic soda has moved off to some 
extent for the Continent at £8 5s and £7 5s fob 
Liverpool for white 70 per cent and 60 per cent 
respectively; and America which has been hold- 
ing off for lower figures, has now paid these 
prices, the market closing firm. Caustic bot- 
toms quiet at £5 286d on the rails for 68 per 
vent,and £5 asked for £8 per cent, but this 
price is nominal in absence of business, Cream 
is quiet at £7 f o b Liverpool, or £6 15s@6 178 6d 
at makers’ works. Soda ash without improye- 
ment,and prices cannot be quoted above 1@ 
11-16d for caustic, and 1 1-32@1}4d for carbo- 
nated ash. Soda crystals quiet at £2 12s 6d@ 
2176 6d per ton, fob Liverpool. Bicarbonate 
of soda steady at £6103 per ton, fob Liver- 
pool. Nitrate of soda steady at 93 1544@9s 3d, 
fob rails Liverpool or Garston, according to 
quantity. Sulphate of ammonia steady at £11 
63, f0b Liverpool.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 


Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool brands has ruled very quiet during 
the week. The stock for prompt delivery con- 
tinues light, but sufficient for the demand, 
which is about over for this fire. There has 
been more inquiry for future shipments, but 
the figures named by consumers are not satis- 
factory to holders, even though they are con- 
sidered fair in the present dull state of the for- 
eign markets. For shipments they are quoting 
1 25@1 2740 as to make and quantity, while for 
spot lots 1 30@1 40c is quoted as to holder and 
quantity. High test isin the same position as 
when we last reviewed the market; no further 
transactions of impor.ance are reported and in 
the absence of any actual demand the markct 
is nominally quoted at 1 15@1 2444c asto make, 
quantity and date of shipment. The shipments 
from Liverpool to the United States and Cana- 
da for the first five months of the year show an 
increase over those of the preceding year; they 
were 47,960 tons against 45,917 tons; thisincludes 
alkali, which has increased very largely during 
these months. Messrs Robert Crooks & Co, in 
their circular under date of June 7, say: “Soda 
Ash—This article appears to be receiving a 
little more attention from buyers who are 
ready to take supplies slightly below current 
quotations, but makers will not accept what is 
offered, Prices are nominally came as last week, 
11-16d for 48 per cent carbonated and 11-324 
for caustic ash.” 


Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool makes is asbade firmer since the re- 
cent large arrivals at Boston have been placed. 
While these lots were being pressed on the 
market values were very much unsettled. The 
gales comprise 150 tons at 1 20@1 25c as to make 
and brand. For jobbing lots here of special 
brands from store 1 35c is generally quoted. 
High test under advices of an easier market 
abroad is somewhat lower here especially for 
shipments to come forward over the balance 
of the year. The sales comprige 250 tons at 
prices ranging from 115@1 20c as to brand, 
quantity and date of delivery. Messrs. J. P. 
Brunner & Co. in speaking of the Liverpool 
market under date of June I¢say: “Business 
in alkalies continues depressed and business 
limited. Offers are said to have been made for 
considerable quantities of ash for delivery to 
end of the year, chiefly for 48 per cent at 1d per 
degree, which offers are refused, For prompt 


delivery we quote 1d@1 1-16d for caustic and 1d 
@1144 for carbonated ash according to braad.* 


Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent. for prompt 
delivery is becoming quite scarce the demand 
however is light as nearly all of the glass mak- 
ers with few exccptions have sufficient stock to 
catry them through this fire, hence the demand 
for prompt shipment, as is usual at this period 
of the year, isto cover current wants. The 
stock afloat is small only one steameron way 
at last reports with the bulk already placed for 
consumption, as at prices which have ruled of 
late manufacturers abroad have curtailed 
shipments. For future contracts extending 
over next season’s fire there has been consider- 
able inquiry, but the oflers made have been so 
low that no transactions of importance have 
been ciused, as importers generally quote 1 20@ 
125c as to brand and quantity. There is no 
change in the position of high test which is 
generaliy held at 1 20c, though upon a prompt 
bid for a round lot could no doubt be shaded. 
The shipments for the first five months of the 
year to the United States shows a slight gain 
over 1885, they being 6,882 tons against 6,789 
tons for the previous year, 


Alkali 36 per cent has been very quiet during 
the past week for lots from store 1 25@1 70c is 
quoted, while for shipments or lots on way 
120c is named. The demand for B M 48 per 
cent has not been very active since our last re- 
port. Beyond the usual jobbing demand noth- 
ing of importance has been done. The sales 
comprise 75 tons for prompt delivery at 125@ 
130c as to quantity. High test B M is again in 
better stock as the arrivals have been quite free 
of late, the bulk however being under contract. 
Now and then a jot comes on the market for 
resale. For contracts extending over the year 
there has been only a moderate demand which 
is not at all unusual at this period of the year. 
For these shipments values range from 14@ 
1 15¢, while for jobbing lots on the spot 1174@ 
1 22}4c is generally named, with sales of 150 tons 
within the range. The other bigh tes: refined 
alkalies are very quiet at the moment, with no 
change in values reported. 

Canstic soda, 60 per cent. for prompt delivery, 
is getting scarce again, and what little stock 
there is obtainable from store is held at 2 80@ 
285c. as to brand and holder. For shipments 
there has anly been a light demand, with prices 
in sympathy with the foreign market. are held 
firm at 270@275c, as to brand, quantity and 
date of shipment. The arrivals of high test 
have been very light during the week, thus 
spot stocks have in consequence been very 
much reduced. The demand has been light. 
confined chiefly to such lots as current wants 
may require. Shipments on way are light,as at 
prices which have prevailed here of late there 
has been no inducement for makers abroad to 
continue their large shipments as previously, 
while prices ruling were 80 much above those 
current here, The sales comprise 150 dms on the 
spot and to arrive, of 7) per cent, at 247@ 
2 52340, as to brand and holder; also 125 dms of 
74 and 76 per cent at 2 45@2 52}4c, as to quantity 
and brand, The shipments to the United 
States and Canada for the first five months of 
the year from Liverpool and Neweastle show a 
falling off as compared with 188} for the same 
period, they being of the former 14,144 tons 
against 14,869 tons, and from th > latter 520 tons 
against 760 tons. Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co. 
in their late circularsay: “ Further business has 
Leen done at £7 53 for 60 per cent and £8 5s for 
70 per cent. Mahers are now well sold for pres- 
ent delivery, and are not anxious to book at 
these figures for forward.” 


Bleaching powder for prompt delivery has 
been rather quiet during the past week, al- 
though a fair jobbing demand has been in pro- 
gress at current values. Cables report a better 
feeling abroad under free offers from this side 
for contracts extending over the year and for 
some favorite makes higher prices are named. 
Considerable talk has been heard of late abuut 
the large reductions made in the output by the 
syndicate, but the shipments for the first five 
months of the year from Newcastle show a 
considerable increase over those of 1855, but 
from Liverpool there is a decided falling off 
which must be a satisfactory answer to those 
crokers who are forever talking about the 
large shipments, there being 16,916 tons as com- 
pared with 18,246 tons for 1835, while from 
Newcastle there were 2,452 tons against 1,386 
tons in 1885. The market here at the close is 
steady at 145@1 50c for Newcastle makes, while 
for prime high test Liverpool brands 1 55@1 60c 
as to quantity with sales of 150 casks reported 
within the range. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co, 
in speaking of the Liverpool market under 
date of June 19, say: “In bleach more has been 
done this week than for some weeks past. 
Sales of about 500 tons are reported at £5 lie@ 
51%s 6d, and these are still about to days 
prices. For Mathuson brand £6 bid and re- 
fused for July delivery. 


Sol Soda English is becoming scarce again on 
the spot owing to non arrivals. Prices in con- 
sequence are higher, and held firm at W@9'ic. 
for store lots, while for shipments afloat and 
forward 87}<c is lowest price named at the close.

Ammonlas, Potashes and Fertil- 
izing Chemicals. 


Trade is very quiet as regards the various 
grades of fertilizing chemicals, with stocks of 
all grades being in excess of the demand. This 
however is expected to be light during the sum- 
mer months. Sulphate of potash is meeting 
with the usual demand with sales of 75 tons re- 
ported at 2 95@3 05c as to quantity and date of 
delivery. Foreign makes are out of the mar- 
ket for the present. Azotine is steady at 
$2 35@2 40 as to holder. Menhaden guano is 
quiet at $2650 per ton. There has been an im- 
proved demand for the various grades of blood 
during the week. Stocks for prompt delivery 
being light the bulk of the orders are for de- 
livery late in July andearly August. Sales are 
reported of 375 tons at $230@235 as to grade 
and quantity. Double manure salt is very 
quiet, This, with light arrivals. enables holders 
to maintain their prices of 105c for shipments 
on way and 1 10c for store parcels. Kieserite is 
again lower for shipments which .are now 
quoted at $450 with only a light demand. 
Messrs Couper, McCarnie & Co, in speaking of 
the London market under date of June 16, say: 
“Bones, Asb and Meal—There has been some 
inquioy for bone cargoes, the supply is how- 
ever limited, the United States having attract- 
ed the River Plate shipments with higher 
prices. The demand for bone meal has nearly 
ceased for the season, while bone ash has gone 
almost into disuse. London boiled bones are ot- 
fering in small cargoes at £458 per ton fob. 
Sulphate of ammonia has more than maintained 
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the recovery in price mentioned in our last, 

and has steadily risen to £11 10s per ton, which 
may now be considered to-day’s price. Ammo- 
niacal Material—The demand having ceased for 
this season there has been some inquiry for 
forward supplies of fish guano, which has re- 
sulted in considerable sales. A large business 
has also been done in ground hoofs and horns 
up to close of year, but for immediate delivery 
a supply is obtainable. Muriate of potash 80 
per cent is quoted at £7 5s., Kainit in bulk at 
23s, and Kieserit at 886d. alifob. Hamburg, 
nett cash, Stassfurt, weights and samp!ing.”’ 

The market for chlorate of potash remains 
very steady even though there have been sever- 
al arrivals during the week. From dock the 
general quotation is 16}c for crystals and 1654¢c 
for powdered, with sales of 50 kegs reported 
within the range. Thereis no change in the 
foreign markets as regards either vaiues or de- 
mand. 

Muriate of potash has been unusually dull 
during the past week. Even with an absence of 
arrivals prices do not improve, but on the con- 
trary there is more disposition of holders to 
sell their stocks on way, consequently there are 
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more sellers than buyers at the moment. For 
lots on way 162c is named, while for store 
lote170@175e is generally quoted. There is 
only a light demand for futureshipments which 
are held steady at 1 65c with sales of 100 tons re - 
ported within the range. 


No further arrivals of kainit here sinve our 
last report, although several cargoes have come 
to hand at near-by ports.

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The Oxidation of Nitrous Acid to 
Nitrie Acid.* 


BY R. FORBES CARPENTER. 


In the **Alkali Maker’s F’'ocket-book”’ of Drs. 
Lunge and Hurter, p. 151, it is stated, as to the 
use of methyl-orange (Poirrier’s orange No. 3) 
as an indicator in acidimetry, that “in some 
cases methy! orange falls to yleld good results 
from causes not yet ascertained—c. g., in chim- 
ney testing.’”’ On inquiry from Dr. Hurter, I 
learned that the failure of the indicator had 
not come within bis own personal experience, 
but had been reported to him by Mr. E. G. 
Ballard, H, M. Inspector residing at St. Helens. 

Now, as the best and most complete com- 
parison of indicators has been made by Mr. 
Robert T. Thompson,in the papers read by 
him before the Chemical Section of the Glasgow 
Philosophical Society, commencing January 


*Read before the Society of Chemical Industry. 
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1883 (reprinted in the Chemical News, vol. 47, 
pp. 123, 135, ete.), I feel confident, in referring 
to this exhaustive paper, that Lam quoting an 
authority on the subject treated of. From this 
I gather that the only mineral acid in the 
estimation of which methbyl-orange distinctly 
fails is nitrous acid, which, indeed, altera the 
constitution of the indicator entirely. 

My own experience in 1°82 has led me also to 
the conclusion that inthe presence of alkaline 
nitrites methyl-orange is valueléss as an indi- 
cator; and this brings me to the subj-ct of my 
note. 

On entering upon the duties of inspection 
under the Alkali, etc, Works Regulation Act 
of 1881, I devoted some attention to 
the subject of what were the best and 
most rapid absorbents for the acid gases 
of sulphur and nitrogen escaping at the 
vitriol chamber exits, and selected for the ab- 
sorption of the acid gases contained in one 
cubic foot ot acid gase3a mixture of 10cc. nor- 
mal caustic soda, with 5cc. to 10cc. of hydrogen 
peroxide (10 vol.). Experience soon showed 
me that under these conditions methyl-orange 
could not be trusted as an indicator, and the 
Cause s00n became apparent. My object was 
to obtain sodium sulphatesand nitrates only in 
solution, and with that in view I added excess 
of hydrogen peroxide to oxidize up all sulphur- 
ous and nitrous acids to sulphuric and nitric 
acid; bat in the presence of an alkali the 
oxidation of nitrous to nitric acid is by no 
means complete—it is only partial. Nitrite of 
the alkali will exist in solution in greater or 
less quantity, according to the varying propor- 
tions of suipburous, sulphuric acids, and oxides 
of nitrogen present in the exit gases. In many 
cases the proportion ot nitrite is so small as 
not to affect the working of the indicator; but 
when the sulphur acids escaping are low, and 
the acidity is due almost entirely to nitrogen 
oxides, then the failure of the indicator is fre- 
quent. 

Under these circumstances I abandoned the 
mixture of caustic sodaand hydrogen perox- 
ide as an absorbent, and found I could implic- 
itly rely on the latter alone,sulphurous and 
nitrous acids being immediately and com- 
pletely oxidized and, as regards the oxides of 
nitrogen, retained in solution more completely 
than when caustic soda alone is used. From 
that time I have never known the indicator to 
fail, even in solutions containing free sul- 
phurous acid—i. ¢., where the hydrogen per- 
oxide was insufficient in quantity. As I 
understand Mr. Ballard uses caustic soda alone 
as an absorbent, I can readily understand the 
failure of the indicator in the testing of chim- 
neys into which are draughted the exits of 
vitriol chambers, of which, under normal con- 
ditions, the oxides of nitrogen form a consid- 
erable part of the tetal escape. 


I may be asked for further proof of the state- 
ments herein made, Direct experiment with 
sodium nitrite has already proved to me the 
change in the constitution of the indicator 
caused by free nitrous acid; but confirmation 
was desirable, and the usual tests for nitrous 
acid were inadmiesible in the presence of ex- 
cess of hydrogen peroxide, which produces 
similar reactions. Recourse was bad to met- 
aphenylenediamine, and the Bigmarck-brown 
formation with nitrous acid. Nitrite of sodium 
in neutral and alkaline’ solutions mixed with 
excess of hydrogen peroxide showed that ni- 
trous acid still exists as such, and that even in 
acid solution the oxidation requires some 
minutes for its completion.

Detection of Rosaniline Salts and 
Sulphonated Rosaniline.* 
BY A. LIEBMANN. 


H, Schiff (Compt. rend. 64, p. 487) found that 
by treating dilute aqueous solutions of ronani- 
line salts with sulphurous anhydride, nearly 
colorless, or rather pale yellow products are 
obtained, which he called rosaniline sulphurous 
acid. He further observed that these bodies 
when brought in contact with a trace of alde- 
bydes show a very intense violet coloration, 
distinctly different from the original color of 
the rusaniline. 8. G. Schmidt (Ber. 14, p. 1848) 
who studied the reaction in late years, confirim- 
ed its general application and showed that ace- 
tone produced the same reactiod. The authors 
further suggested that this test might be used 
for the detection of aldehydes or acetone, and 
some months ago when examining a urine from 
a case of coma diabeticum for acetone, which 
Professor Dreschfeld, of the Owens College, 
was kind enough to let us have, we 
found this test exceedingly delicate, the 
rosaniline sulphurous acid, showing at once, 
even with minute traces of the ketone, a deep 
violet color. Only last Friday Professor 
Dreschfeld, to whom we feel deeply obliged, 
sent us another urine from a man suffering 
from the same disease, and the application of 
the reaction proved again very successful. P. 
Chantard (Bull. Soc. Chim. 45, pp. 83 86) used 
quite recently this reaction for the same pur- 
pose, and we are able to confirm throughout 
this author’s statements. This test is of course 
cply applicable to the discovery of a class of 
chemical compo.nds—to ascertain what special 
member we have to deal with other experiments 
have to be made, 

But we discovered that this property of the 
aldethydes and he acetone can be, vice versa, 
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applied for the detection of rosaniline salts and 
sulphonated rosaniline. We have tested dye- 
stuffs, wines and | .zenges in this way, and it 
might be of interest to state bere that if, for 
instance, cudbear contains only one-fortieth 
per cent. of magenta, it produced, after a cer- 
tain treatment, a distinct reaction with ace- 
tone. To test for magenta or sulphonated ma- 
genta in cudbear we proceed in the following 
manner: Onegram of the dyestuff is boiled 
with 100 c.c. of water, and after cooling satu- 
rated with sulphurous anhydride. Most of the 
cudbear is precipitated by sulphur dioxide. 
The magenta or sulphonated magenta remain, 
however, entirely in solation—not as such, but 
in combination with sulphurous avid, If 
now acetone be added to this solution, 
and magenta or acid magenta is present, 
the color turns after a few minutes’ 
standing intoa violet, while genuine cudbear 
does not show any change of color. As before 
mentioned, we were able to show quite dis- 
tinctly the presence of one-fortieth per cent of 
magenta; one-tenth per cent produces quite a 
deep violet, and though the cudbear solution 
itself is of a pale red, yet there can be no doubt 
left about the presence or absence of magenta 
or acid magenta in it. To determine if cudbear 
contains a rosaniline salt or the sulphonated 
compound, we boil the solution after being 
saturated with sulphur dioxide and the precip- 
itated cudbear being filtered off, dye a piece of 
cotton in it, mordanted in the. ordinary way 
with tannin and tartar emetic. Only magenta 
will be fixed to the vegetable fibre, and we can 
readily ascertain which of the two is present. 


In order to examine red wines for these col- 
ors we evaporate 100 cc. to about one-tenth of 
their volume, saturate with sulphurous acid, 
and precipitate the natural color by means of 
lead acetate. Acetone is added after fiitration, 
and if the wine contains as little as one mili- 
grm. in the litre the test answera admirably. It 
is not necessary to precipitate the natural color, 
for even if it remains the test leaves no doubt 
about the presence of magenta and sulphonat- 
ed magenta, but for the sake of a greater accu- 
racy we prefer to proceed iu this manner. 

In the same way lozenges are tested for these 
colors, and the result proves that the reaction 
answers equally well in this case, and that the 
presence of sugar does not interfere with it, 
which was, however, made quite certain by 8S. 
G. Schmidt’s researches on this subject. 

Before concluding, we want to make some 
theoretical remarks about the constitution of 
these compounds, The constitution of the 
rosaniline sulphurous acids is probably analo- 
gous to that of Piria’s thionaphthamic acid 
(Ann. 78, p. 54). In this body one H of the 
amido group is supposed to be replaced by 
SO 3H. the free acid decomposes readily into 
a-naphthylamine and sulphuric acid. The 
rosaniline sulphurous acid might contain 
SO.H instead of H in the amido group; 
when this compound is _ boiled the 
original rosaniline salt is re-formed, 
and sulpburous acid is driven of. Now the pres- 
ence of the residue SO.H might facilitate the 
condensation between the rosanaline and alde- 
hydes or acetone, Experiments to prove this 
assertion will be made, and published at some 
future day. Schmidt’s observations that 
methy! and ethylalcohols produce ajso a very 
slight reaction, seems to contradict our theory, 
But then hs could only detect a very slight 
change in color, and this might be due to some 
impurities in the alcohols he used, though they 
had to undergo a very careful purification, 
We shali repeat his experiments with perfectly 
pure products. Othor coloring matters con- 
taining the amido group shall be submittea to 
the action of SO,, and a'dehydes and acetone, 
and we hope at some tuture day to lay the re- 
sult of our experiments before you. 

DISCUSSION, 


Mr. Thomson said that he had noticed in the 
last number of the Journal of the Society of 
Dyers and Cotorists,a process by Dr. Knecht for 
the detectiou and estimation of rosaniline salts 
when mixed with such coloring matter as cud- 
bear orarchil. Dr. Knecht experienced great 
difficulty at first in finding any process for the 
detection of rosaniline colors when mixed with 
archil; but he afterwards devised a process 
only differing from that describec by Mr. Fair- 
ley (see present issue), in the use of causticsoda 
in place of ammonia tu dissolve out the natural 
coloring matters of archil. He then treated 
the residue with acetic or hydrechloric acids to 
develop the color of the rosaniline salts, Dr. 
Knecht subsequently found that this method 
had already been worked out by Mr. Crossley. 
He considered the test with dyeing up cloth 
previously bottomed with chrysamine to be a 
good, though not very delicate, one for rosan- 
iline colors. Dr. Liebman’s process, however, 
seemed to be far superior to any of those men- 
tioned for the detegtion of minute quantities 
the color. 

The Chairman asked if rosaniline and sul- 
phurous acid really formed a chemical com- 
pound, The action of aldehydes on this body 
reminded him of Lauth’s reaction, on which 
about twenty-two years ago the preparation 
of “aldehyde green’”’ was based. 

Dr. Liebmann, in reply, said he believed that 
a combination took place when sulphurous acid 
acted on rosaniline, and that probably the first 
stage of preparing “aldehyde green” was anal- 
ogous to the action of aldehydes on rosaniline 
sulphurous acid, Further experiments would, 
however, tend to explain the relation between 

he two compounds,

The market for this arti- 
cle bas been more active since our last than for 
several months past and better prices have 
been reslized. Gambier on the other hand, has 
a downward tendency, although the primary 
and other foreign markets are higher than 
this. Many holders however are confident of 
obtaining better prices inthe near future. In 
the other articles on the list there have been no 
quotable changes. prices as a rule being steady. 
Aniline colors experience very littie demand, 
the transactionsasarule being confined to re- 
tail lots to meet the current wants ofcon- 
sumption. Prices still have a downward 
tendency but we have no quotable changes to 
report. In fact it isa difficult matter to quote 
reliabie figures, as it is only when purchases 
are made that bottom prices are ascertained. 

Artificial alizarine moves off slowly in accor- 

dance with the wants of the trade and these at 
present are reduced to the smallest possible 
dimensions. There have been no changes in 
prices since our last, the quotations ranging 
from 19 to 2lec, according to quantity and 
brand. There is very little demand for alizar- 
ine assistant, buyers supplying their needs with 
purchases of retail lote. Prices are nominal 
and unchanged at the quotations given below. 

Albumen is not wanted except in avery 
small way to satisfy passing wants. Prices are 
almost entirely nominal but Cealers are not in- 
clined to grant further concessions, and the 
maarket closes steady at 35@38e for egg, 16K%@ 
18c for imported and 1544¢@l7c for domestic 
blood. Dark No. 1% blood albumen js procur- 
able at 144@l5e, but we hear of none selling. 

Cochineal moves only ina retail way, but as 
stocks continue small, holders are indifferent 
sellers and maintain prices steadily. The small 
gales making bring 31@33c for silvers, 34@35c 
for blacks, and 36@%8c for gray blacks. Itis 
doubtful, however, if large purchases could be 
made at much if anything less. 

Bichromate of potash is quiet, and we hear of 
nothing doing except in asmalil way to supply 
current requirements. The market is steady, 
both domestic and foreign being quoted at 
9HBlvigc, according to quantity, the inside 
price being for lots of 5 caske and over. Bich- 
romate of soda is without animation and prices 
remain nominal and unchanged. 

The strong pvsition of cutch to which editor- 
ial reference was made last week, is attracting 
the attention of buyers who are beginning to 
realize that present prices are low, compared 
with what will have to be paid later in the sea- 
son. Consequently the market bas been quite 
active curiug the past few days, and prices 
have been further advanced. Boston and New 
York buyers have taken whatever cheap lots 
they have been able to find. The sales reported 
up to Saturday aggregated 2,500 baies Diamoud 
8S M at 6@6%c to arrive by the various vessels 
on the way, and 350 bales from store at 6c. 
Yesterday 900 bales more changed bands at 44 
@6i4c. The market closes very firm, with 
nothing obtainable to arrive below 644@6c , 
or from store below 634c@#}<c. There is very 
little star B on offer, and the price demanded is 
644@6héc. Slab is quoted nominally at 6@6}4c. 

Dyewood extracts are quiet and unchanged. 
The only business doing is of a jobbing charac- 
ter, and even in this way there is not much go- 
ing oninthe market. Prices nevertheless are 
steadily sustained at the range given below, as 
shadings atthe present time would not result 
in an increased business. 

The market for gambier is depressed, owing 
to the offers of stock trom the Willie Reed, one 
of the recent arrivals, at 4%c. The goods on 
the Hoang Ho, which arrived at about the 
game time as the Reed are held at 444c. The 
lower views of holders do not appear to infiu- 
ence buyers, and the market presents a dull 
and uninteresting appearance. The fact that 
cables from Singapore quote a price equal to 
4 45c laid down here, and that London is quoted 
at 12s 6d, equivalent to 5i¢c, leads some holders 
to believe that there will bea higher range of 
values all around soon, and they are waiting 
until the Reed invoice is disposed of to realize 
these expectations. Buyers are pretty well sup- 
plied with stock bought some time ago, and 
left on band by the dullness of the consuming 
tiade. At the close we hear of sales of 500 bales 
ex vessel at 454@4}gc andthe market cioses 
with 4}4@45éc quoted for lots ex-vessel, 

Indigo remains quiet while the lack of trade 
is adversely affecting prices. Consumers are 
not in need of supplies and can with difficulty 
be tempted to buy by the offer of special prices. 
We note the sale of 5 cases medium at 85c, and 
a similar lot at $1 10, and these may be taken as 
average transactions both as regards quantity 
and price. 
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Myrabolanes are dull and unvhanged. The 
market may be written steady, but only retail 
sales are making. We quote, nominally, 3@4o 
as to quantity. 

Nutgalis do not attract much attention at 
present, and prices are therefore almost en- 
tirely nominal. There has been no change in 
quotations since our last. 

Sicily sumac has been quite active recently 
as a result of concessions on the part of holders. 
During the past few days, however, there has 
not been much actual business transacted, 
though there is still considerable inquiry. The 
market closes steady at $74 00@82 50, as to quan 
tity and brand. Virginia is in good demand at 
slightly easier prices. We are reported sales of 

5CO bags at $52 £0@60 according to size of order. 

Turmeric is dull and featureless, There is no 
Bengal in stock, but Corringa and Alleppy are 
nominally held at 4@4}gc. The market is 
rather easy, but this does not appear to influ. 
ence buyers.
